Fleet Marine Force, Pacific

HE Fleet Marine Force, Pacific is one 

of the Fleet Marine Forces authorized 
under the provisions of the National Se- 
curity Act of 1947 which specified that 
the Marine Corps should be organized, 
trained, and 
equipped to pro- 
vide forces of 
combined arms, 
together with 
supporting air 
components for 
service with the 
fleet in the sei- 
zure or defense 
of advanced 
naval bases and 
for the conduct 
of such land op- 
erations as may 
be essential to 
the prosecution 
of a naval cam- 
Paign. Such 
forces naturally are amphibious in na- 
ture and full realization is made of the 
tactics and techniques which have been 
originated largely by the Marine Corps. 

_By official Navy definition a Fleet Ma- 
tine Force is a balanced force of land, 
air and service elements of the U. S. 
Marine Corps which is integral with the 
Fleet prepared for the seizure or defense 
of advanced naval bases and to conduct 
limited amphibious or land operations 
Tequired for the prosecution of a naval 
operation. Within the balanced Fleet the 
Fleet Marine Force has the status of a 
type command and is subject to the op- 
erational control of the Fleet Command- 
er. 

The Fleet Marine Force, Pacific is or- 
ganized with a Force Headquarters, The 
First Marine Division, Aircraft Fleet Ma- 
Tine Force, The First Marine Aircraft 
Wing and Fleet Marine Force, Pacific 
Troops at Camp Pendleton. In addition 
the Marine Security Forces Pacific are 
under the administrative and logistic con- 
trol of Force Headquarters. 

The Force Headquarters is situated in 
the near vicinity of those of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Pacic Fleet in order to 
Provide close liaison between the com- 
Manders and their respective staffs. 

The First Marine Division normally has 
been based at Camp Pendleton, Calif., but 
at present is engaged in operations in 
Korea. The First Marine Air Wing with 
Some of its component air groups is also 
In Korea furnishing air support for the 
Marine Division and other units as di- 
rected. Aircraft Fleet Marine Force, Pa- 
Cifie is a type command within the Fleet 
Marine Force. Its headquarters is at 
ne Corps Air Station, El Toro, Calif.

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Warrant Officer Bill 
Nearing Completion 


The preliminary draft of a warrant offi- 
cer bill, which would raise the number 
of persons in the top two pay grades 
(W-4 and W-3) has been prepared by the 
Department of Defense Personnel Policy 
Board. 

The legislation would implement the 
Department’s announced policy of mak- 
ing it possible for all qualified warrant 
officers to reach the W-4 pay grade, 
equivalent to major, prior to retirement 
for age or length of service. 

Department officials declined to dis- 
cuss details of the impending legislation, 
which yet must receive final coordination 
before transmittal to the Bureau of the 
Budget and then submittal to Congress. 

After the Personnel Policy Board com- 
pletes its “clean” version of the bill, it 
will be sent to Assistant Secretary of 
Defense W. J. McNeil (budget); Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Anna M. Rosenberg 
(manpower); and Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Marx Leva (legislation) before 
endorsement by Secretary of Defense 
General Marshall. 

Thus, unless processing of the warrant 
officer measure is speedier than has been 
its past history, it will be some weeks 
before the bill reaches the Armed Serv- 
ices Committees on Capitol Hill. 

In this regard, it is recalled that last 
year Representative Pat Sutton (D- 
Tenn.), who has been leading the fight 
for long-overdue warrant officer reforms, 
told THE JOURNAL that he expected a De- 
partment bill to be available by 1 Feb. 

Congressman Sutton had declared that 
failure of the Department to introduce 
a warrant officer bill by that time could 
prompt him to take the initiative himself 
and sponsor a bill to alleviate the cur- 
rent block on warrant officer advance- 
ments to the top grades. 

However, with the disclosure that the 
draft of a Department bill has been pre- 


pared, conceivably Representative Sutton | 4¢ major, lieutenant colonel and colonel,

‘Wall of Peace’ Urged 
by Gen. Eisenhower 


In an impressive address to the mem- 
bers of the United States Senate and the 
House of Representatives meeting in the 
Library of Congress last Thursday Gen- 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
supreme commander of the international 
force for the defense of Europe, urged 
our country to accelerate its aid in the 
protection of Western Europe against the 
menace of Communist aggression. 

The general spoke in general terms, 
reserving his specific recommendations 
for presentation to appropriate Congres- 
sional committees. He was introduced by 
Vice President Alben Barkley and spoke 
extemporaneously and earnestly, with 
rarely a reference to notes. He was given 
a prolonged ovation as he rose to speak, 
and his address was frequently inter- 
rupted by bursts of applause. 

General Eisenhower said that members 
of Congress will soon be called upon to 
make important decisions, the effect of 
which may be to determine whether free 
government is going to continue to exist 
on earth. He said that he and the mem- 
bers of Congress had no end to serve ex- 
cept the interests of the United States. 

In strengthening our defenses, the gen- 
eral said, we are concerned not only with 
the security of our territory, but also 
with the protection of our way of life, 
freedom of speech, freedom of religion 
and freedom of individual enterprise. The 
general said he did not believe the United 
States could pick up the world and carry 
it on our economic and financial should- 
ers; we would need the help of others. 

General Eisenhower noted that mili- 
tary defense is made up of many factors, 
as complexe as the nation itself. The 
fighting forces, he said, are but the cut- 
ting edge. He said we were not concerned 
merely with divisions, battleships and 
airplanes, but also with the great indus- 
trial potential, the resources and the mo- 
rale of the people. 

The general repeatedly asserted that 
what we are trying to do in building a 
united defense force cannot possibly be

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THE WAR IN KOREA 











TIFFENING enemy resistance late 

this week slowed the limited-objec- 
tive attack of United Nations troops in 
Western Korea, which began last week 
and which has made gains averaging 27 
miles along a 40-mile front, reaching a 
point within seven miles of Seoul, the 
capital city. 

The purpose of the Allied attack is 
to locate the principal enemy force and 
to determine the number and disposition 
of hostile troops. Apparently the drive 
has uncovered a considerable enemy 
force, dug in along an irregular line, a 
few miles south of the Han River. 

During the first phases of the limited 
offensive, United Nations forces encoun- 
tered only light patrols, which offered 
little resistance to the slow and cautious 
advance. Subsequently, heavier opposition 
was encountered, necessitating hand-to- 
hand fighting with bayonets and hand 
grenades, to drive the enemy from well- 
prepared positions. 

Operations in Korea this week were 
marked by heavy bombardment by Allied 
Naval units of enemy-held ports on both 
coasts of the Korean peninsula. On the 
west coast the United States cruiser, St. 
Paul, the British cruiser Ceylon, and 
several destroyers pounded port facilities 
at Inchon, west of Seoul. 

On the east coast the U. S. battleship 
Missouri, a heavy cruiser and nine de- 
stroyers blasted enemy installations at 
Kamsong and Kosong. Allied carrier- 
based planes joined in the attack on these 
two towns. Both are important trans- 
portation centers on the main coastal 
railway and highway, and are links in 
the supply system for enemy troops in 
the eastern sector. 

About 50 miles farther south on the 
coast Republic of Korea troops reached 
Kamhung, where they encountered two 
enemy battalions and were forced to 
withdraw to positions south of the town. 
Naval planes rendered close tactical air 
support for the South Korean troops in 
this area. 

On the central front late this week a 
composite combat team of American and 
French troops was engaged in a fierce 
battle with numerically superior enemy 
forces, which attempted to surround and 
cut off the Allied unit. But with the aid of 
Allied planes and ground reinforcements, 
the enemy attack was beaten off with 
heavy losses. 

On the west flank of the long battle 
line contact with the withdrawing enemy 
force was broken, but a little farther east 
several enemy counter-attacks of various 
strength were repulsed after sharp fight- 
ing. 

Seven miles northwest of Suwon an 
enemy reinforced platoon attacked our 
advance elements, but the attack was 
broken up by Allied artillery. Slightly 
east of this area an enemy battalion 
employed heavy mortar fire in a counter- 
attack that lasted five hours before it was 


finally repelled with the assistance of | 


Allied air and artillery. 


Another enemy battalion, dug in on | 
high ground three miles northwest of | 
Suwon was driven out in a hand-to-hand | 
combat by charging Allied units, using | 


bayonets and grenades. After the occu- 
pation of the position enemy artillery 
fired on United Nations forces. This was 
the first time during the advance that 
hostile artillery

experienced eight miles east and north- 
east of Suwon, and six miles northwest 
of Kumyangjang-ni. As Allied reinforce- 
ments were brought up the enemy was 
forced to withdraw. 

An enemy regiment, dug in along a 
ridge line between Ichon and Yangpyong, 
held up our advance for some time and 
forced a limited withdrawal. However, 
an Allied counter-attack was successful 
in routing the enemy from the ridge. 

On the east central front a United Na- 
tions patrol was driven from Pyong- 
chang by an enemy attack in regimental 
strength. Most of the action on the cen- 
tral front was confined to limited ad- 
vances by Allied patrols. A 35-man Allied 
patrol northwest of Wonju was sur- 
rounded by Chinese Reds and temporarily 
cut off. However, a rescue unit fought its 
way through to bring the patrol out of 
the trap, leaving the Chinese soldiers fir- 
ing at each other. Practically all of the 
members of the rescued patrol were 
wounded. 

In this area the American X Corps, 
to which South Korean, French and 
Dutch units are attached, is awaiting an 
expected attack by the North Korean V 
Corps, which has been reinforced and is 
reported ready to strike. The Allied 
troops, under Maj. Gen. Edward M. Al- 
mond, USA, are confidently awaiting the 
assault, and expect to punish the enemy 
severely in the anticipated battle. 

During the past three weeks elements 
of the North Korean II Corps, which 
had posed a serious threat to the left 
flank of the Allied line, have been cut off 
and are now incapable of organized op- 
erations. This corps was composed of five 
reconstituted understrength Red divi- 
sions. 

After the United Nations withdrawal 
south of the 38th parallel late in Decem- 
ber the North Korean II Corps began 
infiltrating through our lines in the 
mountains at night in the vicinity of 
Yongwol. Most of the North Korean Reds 
were disguised as refugees. As the gen- 
eral movement southeast continued, there 
were several encounters with United Na- 
tions troops, during which the North 
Korean 9th Division was located near 
Inje, 20 miles inland from the east coast. 

In mid-January the North Korean 10th 
Division, with an estimated strength of 
| 2,900, had reached a point 15 miles south- 
east of Andong, and the 2d North Korean 
Division, with a strength of 3,700, was 
near Tanyang. During the past two weeks 
the X Corps engaged the North Korean 
9th, 27th and 31st Divisions in the vicinity 
of Wonju, Yongwol and Tanyang, prac- 
tically destroying them. 

This week General Almond announced 
that of the entire corps only small eva- 
sive bands remain, which are being sys- 
tematically searched out and eliminated. 
The total strength of the corps was vari- 
ously estimated at from 18,000 to 25,000,

Throughout most of North Korea the 
weather has been very cold. Since Red 
troops are scattered throughout the 
mountains with little shelter and inade- 
quate protection from the weather, en- 
emy losses from frostbite are believed to 
have been very high. 

Carefully evaluated interviews of pris- 
oners of war have also tended to 
strengthen reports of heavy enemy casu- 
alties. Further corroboration has been 
received from Hong Kong where reports 
persist that hospitals in Central and 
Southern China are filled with sick and 
wounded Chinese soldiers from Korea. 
Monitored broadcasts of government- 
controlled radios in China disclose re- 
peated appeals for the organization of 
medical units for Korea. 

There was little hostile air activity 
throughout Korea during the week. 
Twelve American F-84 Thunder Jets of 
the 27th Fighter Escort Group were at- 
tacked by 8 MIG-15 jets near Kwaksan, 
but after one futile pass the enemy fled 
toward the Yalu River boundary. 

Another flight of Thunder Jets sighted 
16 MIGs south of Sinuiju, near the north- 
western border, but the Red planes made 
no effort to attack our formation. 

Crews of a flight of American B-26 light 
bombers reported seeing what appeared 
to be an airplane burst into flames above 
an enemy airstrip at Kunu-ri which our 
planes were attacking. They surmised 
that an enemy plane, just taking off, had 
been hit in the air by one of their bombs. 
This supposition has not been verified. 

During the week light bombers and 
fighter-bombers of the Far East Air 
Force destroyed hundreds of buildings 
used by the enemy for troop shelter and 
storage of supplies. It is believed that the 
destruction of many improvised barrack 
buildings caused heavy personnel losses 
to the Reds, but there is no way of esti- 
mating the casualties. Most of the build- 
ings hit were along the corridor from 
Pyongyang to Seoul, and in the area east 
of Seoul toward Chunchon. 

Several important highway and rail- 
road bridges on three main enemy sup- 
ply routes converging on Seoul were de- 
stroyed or damaged. A highway bridge 
near Sariwon was destroyed and a rail- 
road span near Kojin-ni on the east coast 
was damaged. Another bridge was hit 
near Sindang-ni in the west central sec- 
tion. 

South African Air Force pilots, flying 
F-51 Mustangs, damaged two wooden 
bridges and two heavy highway bridges 
on the road between Chunchon and 
Seoul. Fifth Air Force fighter-bombers 
damaged two railroad bridges between 
Sinmak and Sariwon and a third bridge 
at Kaesong, all on the main Pyongyang- 
Seoul rail line. 

Air observers reported a renewed use

Thirteen pack ani- 
mals, described as camels and oxen, were 
destroyed by South Korean F-51 pilots 
between Chunggang-ni and Inchon in 
central Korea, about 100 miles from Seoul. 

B-29 medium bombers struck a mar- 
shalling yard at Komusan, two rail 
bridges in the same town and two other 
rail bridges in the north central section. 
Twenty Superforts dropped 170 tons of 
bombs on rail lines, with excellent results. 

In close support of ground troops Allied 
planes attacked two enemy companies on 
a ridge eight miles northwest of Suwon, 
and a battalion in camouflaged positions 
on both sides of a secondary north-south 
road, 11 miles northeast of Suwon. 

Allied Naval vessels pounding at 
Inchon on the west coast silenced a num- 
ber of enemy shore and anti-aircraft bat- 
teries. The British Cruiser Ceylon 
knocked out six anti-aircraft guns and 
the American destroyer Hank destroyed 
another. The American Heavy Cruiser St. 
Paul was taken under fire by an enemy 
shore battery five miles south of Inchon. 
All salvos from the shore battery fell 
short. The battery was subsequently 
silenced. 

On the east coast, in addition to the 
heavy bombardment of two enemy ports 
by the U. S. Battleship Missouri and ac- 
companying warships, the U. S. Cruiser 
Manchester carried out an_ intensive 
bombardment of enemy installations in 
and near Sokcho-ri, north of the 38th 
parallel. Firing with the aid of helicopter 
spotting the cruiser destroyed a large 
power station and set a number of build- 
ings on fire. The spotting helicopter was 
fired on by field artillery, but was unhurt. 

Flyers from the British Carrier The- 
seus attacked several enemy-occupied 
villages west of Suwon, destroying nu- 
merous buildings. One warehouse blew up 
when hit. An enemy junk was attacked by 
air and sunk in the Taedong estuary. A 
number of enemy vehicles were damaged 
or destroyed. 

American carrier-based planes off the 
east coast knocked out spans of three 
railroad and two highway bridges be 
tween Wonsan and Hungnam. They also 
damaged a large number of troop and 
supply buildings. 

In a humanitarian move the American 
Navy is transporting thousands of Korean 
refugees from the congested city of Pusan 
at the tip of the peninsula to safer and 


less crowded areas. The U. S. Naval 
Transport Montague has moved more 
than 5,000 Koreans from Pusan and 


neighboring points on the mainland to 
an island off the southern coast.

Welfare Needs Cited 


The lack of housing remains the No. 1 
morale problem of the Armed Forces, 
the President’s Committee on Religion 
and Welfare in the Armed Forces has 
reiterated in a message to the President. 

The Committee, whose activity will end 
next month because of Congressional 
action in denying it operating funds, said 
in a farewell message to the President, 
written by Chairman Frank L. Weil: 

“Some provision needs to be made 
quickly for adequate housing facilities for 
married military personnel. The acute 
shortage of such housing remains the 
military’s No. 1 morale problem.” 

Congress denied the Committee new 
funds, because of the feeling, particularly 
in the House, that the group was dupli- 
cating work which could be accomplished 
by the chaplains of the Armed Forces. 

In addition to the housing problem, 
Mr. Weil cited the need for continued 
studies relating to information and edu- 
cation, the chaplaincy and special services 
—subjects which the Committee has 
studied previously. 

The President sent the following letter to 
Mr. Frank L, Weil; chairman: 

“Dear Mr. Weil: 

“The members of the President’s Commit- 
tee on Religion and Welfare in the Armed 
Forces deserve the thanks of the entire Na- 
tion for the work they have accomplished 
in the approximately two years during which 
they have been active. I, personaaly, have 
been extremely gratified at the splendid way 
in which the Committee and its staff have 
carried out their responsibilities. 

“The work the Committee has done has 
always been highly valuable. This work 
takes on increased significance as we face 
an uncertain future. I am sure that in the 
future, the Committee’s reports and recom- 
mendations will provide a storehouse of wis- 
dom from which we will frequently draw 
guidance on matters affecting the well-being 
of our military personnel, I regret that the 
Congress did not see fit to provide the funds 
which would have enabled your Committee 
to continue its constructive and important 
work, 

“Please extend my good wishes and grati- 
tude to every member of the Committee and 
its staff for a job well done. 

“Very sincerely yours 
‘Harry S. Truman” 

Following is the text of Mr. Weil’s letter 
to the President: 
‘“‘Dear Mr. President: 

“The President’s Committee on Religion 
and Welfare in the Armed Forces will con- 
clude its activities on February 28, 1951. All 
of the members wish to express their ap- 
preciation for the opportunity they have had 
to perform worthwhile service in the in- 
terest of the Nation. 

“Much has been accomplished in the ap- 
proximately two years during which the 
Committee was active. Studies and appraisals 
have been made in the major areas within 
the armed forces which affect the religious, 
moral and recreational welfare of military 
personnel, Reports have been prepared and 
released on the following subjects: housing, 
information and education, and the chap- 
laincy. The report on special services activi- 
ties will be completed before the committee 
Suspends operations. 

“In the field of community organizations, 
the committee's field represenatives visited 
137 communities, many of them more than 
once, to encourage local leaders to organize 
and establish programs on behalf of service 
Personnel, As of the present date, 65 of these 
communities have actively functioning armed 
services committees sponsoring broad pro- 
grams to promote the welfare of servicemen. 
Committee field representatives have worked 
with commanding officers of 115 military in- 
Stallations in this country. 

“In response to a strong recommendation 
contained in a report of the committee en- 
titled, ‘The Welfare of Armed Forces Per- 
sonnel in 1950," and approved by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of Defense, United 
Service Organizations, Inc. (USO) has been 
reactivated to serve military personnel dur- 
ing the current emergency. 

“Much of what the committee has said and 
done in the past two years has been devoted 
to bringing home to the American public the 
necessity for taking on increased responsibil- 
ity for the well-being of its sons and daugh- 
ters serving in the armed forces. An example 
of this type of activity was the release of 
a statement calling upon religious groups to 
continue and increase their support for the 
Welfare of the armed forces. This state- 
ment was endorsed by Bishop S. Stamm, 
President, Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America; Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, military vicar of the Military Ordinari- 
ate; and Rabbi Bernard J. Bamberger, Presi- 
dent, Synagogue Council of America. 

The committee, through its field repre- 
sentatives, has been able to secure a good 
ge of information concerning conditions 
In communities near military installations.

The text of the Memorial as it appears in the Memorial Roll of the Air Force 


is as follows: 
Colonel John Callan O’Laughlin 

"Colonel John Callan O’Laughlin was born 
on January 11, 1873 in Washington, D. C., 
where he got his early education in the pub- 
lic schools. Subsequently he attended Colum- 
bia University where he specialized in Euro- 
pean diplomacy. Later Villanova College 
awarded him the honorary degrees of Master 
of Arts and Doctor of Laws. 

“One of the really brilliant newspaper men 
of his day, Colonel O’Laughlin was close to, 
or actually payed a part in most of the his- 
torical events embraced im bis seventy-six 
years, The high calibre of his reportorial work 
and his penetrating and prophetic analysis of 
national and world events and the men behind 
them, coupled with a magnetic and charming 
personality, made him a most sought after 
adviser and led to close friendships with the 
great men of his age. 

“His early newspaper work was with the 
Washington Bureau of the New York Herald 
where he was employed from 1893 to 1902. 
In the latter year he distinguished himself 
by an intimate and close coverage of the 
blockade of Venezuela by Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and Italy. Here he displayed the re- 
sourcefulness and determination which were 
to characterize his long career, for he so 
managed it that he was able to observe the 
activities from aboard both British and Ameri- 
can destroyers. 

“In 1903 and 1904 he was a member of 
the European Staff of the Associated Press. 
In 1904 Colonel O’Laughlin joined the staff 
of the Chicago Tribune and remained there 
until 1908 when he was appointed Secretary 
to the United States Commission to the Tokyo 
Exposition. This appointment gave him the 
opportunity to know the Japanese people and 
their statesmen at first hand and to evaluate 
the cross currents affecting events in the Far 
East. 

"Near the end of his administration, Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt appointed Colonel 
O’Laughlin First Assistant Secretary of State. 
As there was no Secretary during part of this 
period he actually served as Acting Secretary. 
During this service he supported the enact- 
ment of the bill setting ub the Foreign Serv- 
ice as a career institution. 

"Since Colonel O’Laughlin considered news- 
paper work his duty as well as his profession, 
he declined offers of appointment to be As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury and as Minis- 
ter to the Argentine, 

“One of his greatest newspaper adventures 
began on February 14, 1910 when he ac- 
companied Theodore Roosevelt on a tour of 
Africa and remained with him on a tour 
through Europe in the dual capacity of cor- 
respondent for the Chicago Tribune and un- 
official personal secretary to Roosevelt. Colo- 
nel O’Laughlin subsequently wrote these 
adventures in a book, ‘From The Jungle 
Through Eurobe With Roosevelt.’ 

“He served as executive secretary to the 
Republican Party in 1920, and in 1933 and 


1934 as assistant to the Chairman of the Re- | 


publican National Committee. 


In the early part of World War I, Colonel | 


O’Laughlin, as a representative of the Chicago 
Herald and other newspapers, took a Christ- 








mas ship laden with 6,000,000 gifts to war 


orphans in Europe. In World War I, he en- 
tered the service as a Major on January 25, 
1918, and was assigned as an aide to Major 
General Goethals, then acting Quartermaster 
General of the Army. He was later sent to 
France where he served in the Intelligence 
Section of the General Staff under Major 
General Dennis Nolan. He subsequently was 
appointed Secretary of the Inter-Allied Muni- 
tions Council. 

“After the war he became Vice-President 
of Lord & Thomas, a national advertising 
agency with headquarters in Chicago. 

“In 1925 he bought the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL, an acquisition which gave him a 
great deal of satisfaction, for his studies and 
experience in international relations had im- 
pressed him with the conviction that the 
way to peace for America was through 
Armed Strength. In his early newspaper days, 
when the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL was 
owned by its founder, the late Colonel Wil- 
liam Conant Church, and had its main offices 
in New York City, O’Laughlin had served as 
its Washington correspondent and had be- 
come deeply attached to the patriotic publica- 
tion which was doing so much to fight the 
battle for the building up of the forces of 
National Defense and the safeguarding of the 
interests of their personnel. Under his de- 
voted leadership that publication was raised 
to the highest level of circulation and prestige 
of its entire history of more than eighty-five 
years. 

“On April 17, 1948, Secretary of the 
Army, Kenneth C. Rovall, presented Colonel 
O’Laughlin with the Department of the Army 
Certificate of Appreciation in recognition of 
his services to the Army and the Nation as 
a publisher of the ARMY AND NAvy Jour- 
NAL, Because of his activities in foreign af- 
fairs and his many articles fostering good 
relations between the nations, Colonel 
O’Laughlin previously had been honored by 
many other countries, his decorations includ- 
ing awards from France, Venezuela, Italy, 
Japan, and others. Colonel O’Laughlin re- 
turned his Japanese decoration to the Japa- 
nese Embassy the day after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. 

“When the Selective Service system was 
inaugurated in World War II, Colonel 
O’Laughlin was appointed a member of the 
Board of Appeals for the District of Columbia 
and later became coordinator for all the 
Boards. 

“He was a charter member of the National 
Press Club in Washington, D. C.; a member 
of the Gridiron Club, a member of the Over- 
seas Writers; and a member of the Chevy 
Chase Club in Washington, D. C. 

"In 1895 Colonel O’Laughlin married Miss 
Mabel Hudson of Philadelphia, a descendant 
of pre-Revolutionary English stock. She died 
on December 24, 1947. 

“Colonel John Callan O’Laughlin died on 
March 14, 1949 at Walter Reed General 
Hospital, Washington, D. C. Funeral Services 
were held in the Post Chapel at Ft. Myer, 
Virginia, and burial was in Arlington Nation- 
al Cemetery.”

**3. Some provision needs to be made to 
encourage community leaders and command- 
ing officers to mobilize their resources and 
meet their responsibilities on the local level 
for the establishment of community activities 
for the welfare of military personnel: and 
to gather information with which Govern- 
ment departments may be equipped to deal 
with problems in defense-congested com- 
munities. ‘ 

“The committee hopes that it has been 
able, through its reports and through its 
other activities, to provide a firm founda- 
tion upon which may be based future plan- 
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ning and programming affecting the general 
well-being of military personnel. It remains 
now for agencies within the Department of 
Defense, other Federal agencies, the new 
USO, and countless thousands of individuals 
in local communities throughout the Nation, 
further to promote the spiritual, moral and 
recreational welfare and character guidance 
of persons serving in the armed forces. 

‘We are confident this work will be carried 
on and that the Nation will be stronger be- 
cause of it.

Defense Reorganization 

Powers to effect, with the consent of 
Congress, temporary reorganizations con- 
cerning the national security or defense 
would be granted to the President un- 
der a bill reported favorably this week 
by the Senate Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Department. 

Under the bill (S.101), temporary re- 
organizations “necessary to better pro- 
mote the National Defense” would be ef- 
fective 12 days after the President sub- 
mits them to Congress unless Congress, 
within those 12 days, shall reject them. 

To protect the Corps of Engineers 
against the recommendations of the 
Hoover Commission, the bill as reported 
carries a provision that no such reorgani- 
zation shall have the effect of “abolish- 
ing, transferring, or consolidating the 
whole or any part of the civil functions 
of the Corps of Engineers of the United 
States Army.” 

The measure also would exclude any 
reorganization which would abolish ex- 
ecutive departments or create new ones. 

The functions of the bill would be “the 
promotion of the national security or de- 
fense; the support and maintenance of 
the Armed Forces; the better utilization 
of resources and industries; the more ef- 
fective exercise and the more efficient 
administration by the President of his 
functions as Chief Executive and as Com- 
mander in Chief of the Armed Forces; 
or the better coordination of agencies 
and their functions.” 

The powers under the bill would ter- 
minate 30 June 1952, or the termination 
of the present national emergency, or a 
termination date designated by concur- 
rent resolution of Congress or the Presi- 
dent, whichever date is the earliest.

Army Chaplain Decorated

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Addit. Duty for Gen. Burns 


The Secretary of Defense, General 
Marshall, has designated Maj. Gen. James 
H. Burns, USA-Ret., as Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense for International 
Security Affairs and has appointed him 
the Department of Defense representa- 
tive on the inter-departmental Commit- 
tee on International Security Affairs. 

The Committee on International Secur- 
ity Affairs was established by memoran- 
dum of the President, approved 19 Dec., 
1950. The memorandum stated, in part: 

“The most urgent organizational prob- 
lem which we now face involves the 
proper framework in which the questions 
relating to the North Atlantic Treaty 
and economic and military assistance 
programs can properly be coordinated. 
With respect to the organization in Wash- 
ington, two basic decisions need to be 
made: (a) the proper relationship among 
State, Defense, the Economic Cooperation 
Administration, and the Treasury, on an 
interdepartmental basis; and (b) the 
adjustments which must be made within 
each of these agencies as a basis for an 
effective and coordinated Government- 
wide effort.” 

The Secretary of Defense memorandum 
designating General Burns as Assistant 
to the Secretary of Defense for Interna- 
tional Security Affairs stated that the 
suboffices and _ functions previously 
assigned to General Burns in his posi- 
tion as Assistant to the Secretary of De- 
fense (Foreign Military Affairs and 
Military Assistance) are assigned to him 
in his new position. 

The Secretary of Defense directed also 
the establishment of the Office of North 
Atlantic Treaty Affairs under the Assist- 
ant to the Secretary of Defense for In- 
ternational Security Affairs (General 
Burns), and announced that he has desig- 
nated Col. R. E. Beebe, jr., USAF, as 
Director of that Office. 





Dependent Travel to FEC 


General Headquarters, Far East Com- 
mand, has announced the invalidation of 
priority lists for travel of dependents 
to Japan. The FEC statement is as fol- 
lows: 

“The prolonged suspension of depend- 
ent travel to Japan and the extensive 
personnel relocations that have taken 
place during the period of hostilities in 
Korea have required GHQ, FEC, to in- 
validate priority lists for the period May 
through September 1950 and cancel all 
unused priority numbers assigned for 
travel of famiiles to Japan. 

“At a date to be announced, new pri- 
ority lists will be compiled which will 
include all eligible personnel permanently 
assigned to units stationed in Japan. 
Eligibility requirements for inclusion on 
such priority lists, designed to preclude 
any injustice to those being canceled, will 
be made public at that time.” 
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Bad News for Dependents 


After announcing last week that the 
tour of duty in the European Command 
is to be extended another six months to 
a total of four years, the Army said this 
week that the shortage of housing in 
Austria has made it necessary to slow 
down the movement of dependent fami- 
lies to that area. 

The following is the text of the Army’s 
statement on the housing situation in 
Austria: 

“While dependents of both Army military 
personnel and civilian employees will con- 
tinue to be sent to Europe, shortage of 
housing in Austria has made it necessary 
to slow down the movement of dependent 
families to that area, the Department of the 
Army announced today. 

“Overseas movement of families of person- 
nel assigned to duty in Austria will be by 
a priority waiting list established by the 
overseas command. Families of such per- 
sonnel, both military and civilian, will re- 
ceive overseas movement orders as soon as 
housing becomes available in the locality to 
which they are assigned. 

“All orders issued prior to this time which 
authorized travel of families with their spon- 
sors to Austria will be carried out as origi- 
nally intended. 

“Similar housing shortages in other parts 
of the world, such as Alaska, the Philippine 
Islands and Guam, made it necessary some 
months ago for dependents to wait on 
priority lists for available housing.”’

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Gen. Ridgway’s Statement 


The following is the text of a recorded 
statement by Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way, USA, Commanding General, Eighth 
Army, which was heard over the “Time 
For Defense” broadcast on the American 
Broadcasting Company network last 
week. The statement is substantially the 
same as was made by General Ridgway 
to troops of his command. 


“In my brief period of command duty 
here I have heard from several sources, 
chiefly from the members of combat units, 
the questions, ‘Why are we here?’ ‘What 
are we fighting for?’ 

‘“‘What follows represents my answers to 
those questions. 

“The answer to the first question, ‘Why 
are we here?’ is simple and conclusive. We 
are here because of the decisions of the 
properly constituted authorities of our respec- 
tive governments. As the Commander-in- 
Chief, United Nations command, General of 
the Army Douglas MacArthur said publicly 
yesterday: ‘This command intends to main- 
tain a military position in Korea just as 
long as the statesmen of the United Nations 
decide we should do so.’ The answer is 
simple because further comment is unneces- 
sary. It is conclusive because the loyalty we 
give, and expect, preciudes any slightest 
questioning of these orders. 

“The second question is of much greater 
significance, and every member of this com- 
mand jis entitled to a full and reasoned an- 
swer. Mine follows: 

“To me the issues are clear. It is not a 
question of this or that Korean town or 
village. Real estate is, here, incidental. It 
is not restricted to the issue of freedom for 
our South Korean allies, whose fidelity and 
valor under the severest stresses of battle 
we recognize; though that freedom is a 
symbol of the wider issues, and included 
among them. 

“The real issues are whether or not the 
power of western civilization, as God has 
permitted it to flower in our own beloved 
lands, shall defy and defeat Communism; 
whether the rule of men who shoot their 
prisoners, enslave their citizens, and deride 
the dignity of man shall displace the rule 
of those to whom the individual and his in- 
dividual right are sacred; whether we are 
to survive with God’s hand to guide and lead 
us, or to perish in the dead existence of a 
Godless world. 

“If these be true, and to me they are, 
beyond any possibility of challenge, then this 
has long since ceased to be a fight for free- 
dom for our Korean allies alone, and for their 
national survival. It has become, and it con- 
tinues to be, a fight for our own freedom, 
for our own survival, in an honorable, inde- 
pendent national existence. 

“The sacrifices we have made, and those 
we shall yet support, are not offered vicari- 
ously for others, but in our own direct de- 
fense, wherein certain principles mean more 
than life. 

“In the final analysis, the issue now joined 
right here in Korea is whether Communism 
or individual freedom shall prevail, and, 
make no mistake, whether the next flight of 
fear-driven people we have just witnessed 
across the Han River, and continue to witness 
in other areas, shall be checked and de 
feated overseas or permitted, step by step, to 
close in on our own home lands and at some 
future time, however distant, to engulf our 
own loved ones in all its misery and despair. 

‘These are the things for which we fight. 
Never have members of any military com- 
mand had a greater challenge than we, or a 
finer opportunity to show ourselves and our 
people at their best—and thus be an honor 
to the profession of arms, and a credit to 
those who bred us. 

“I would like each commander to whom 
this is addressed, in his own chosen ways of 
leadership, to convey the substance of this 
message to every single member of his com- 
mand, and at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment.”’

The following remarks were addressed 
to members of the Pacific Division, 
Military Air Transport Service at Hickam 
AFB, Oahu, Hawaii, by Rear Adm. 
William G. Tomlinson, USN, as he turned 
over his com- 
mand to Rear 
Adm. John M. 
Hoskins, USN, 
on 24 Jan. 

“On the eve of 
the completion of 
my tour of duty in 
MATS, I suppose 
a backward glance 
is in order. I 
remember well, 
when MATS was 
created by Mr. 
Forrestal, the 
apprehension on 
the part of many, 
including the pub- 
lic, as to whether 
or not the Air 
Force and Navy 
could work together successfully. In a way, 
MATS was the first test of the Unification 
Act of 1947. 

“In the period since June 1, 1948, when 
MATS began operations I feel that we have 
made great progress toward restoring con- 
fidence on the part of all hands that we 
CAN work together and that we HAVE pro- 
duced satisfactory results. The great air 
lift in the Pacific in support of the Korean 
operations should prove that. Probably the 
part of this story which will live longest 
concerns flying back thousands of wounded 
from the Far East to hospitals near their 
homes. A friendly twinkle has been kindled 
in many a patient’s eye as an Air Force 
and Navy hospital corpsman work as a team 
to administer to the needs of the ‘air evacs.’ 

‘“‘However, there are still opportunities for 
further improvement. We need identical 
directives from the two departments which 
affect personnel, be it a matter of administra- 
tion, privileges, or advancement. Also there 
is a need for some personnel (admittedly 
the minority and mostly juniors) to think 
beyond the superficial aspects of some of our 
problems. It is not valid to criticize a pro- 
cedure if the result is excellent. I recommend 
that we all try to think big thoughts in the 
future. 

“I feel that anyone on duty in MATS will 
acquire experience that will be of great value 
for the rest of his active military career. 
Such experience will be particularly helpful 
as we participate more and more in joint 
service, integrated operations. 

“I conclude my duty in MATS feeling 
much richer for the experience and want to 
express my appreciation for the support given 
me and the enthusiasm with which the 
Pacific Division has generated teamwork. 

“I have known your new Division Com- 
mander since we were midshipmen at the 
Naval Academy. In all the years since then 
he has never failed to demonstrate loyalty 
downward, loyalty to all those under him. 
This type of loyalty is just as necessary to 
success as loyalty upward, also an essential. 

“In leaving I offer congratulations to the 
Pacific Division in acquiring a fine new boss. 
Previously I confessed that there is room for 
improvement!

Accepted candidates will be enlisted 
in the Marine Corps Reserve and sent 
to an intensive 10-week training course 
at Parris Island, S. C. this spring and 
summer. Graduates will be commissioned 
Second Lieutenants in the Marine Corps 
Reserve and sent to the Marine Corps 
Schools, Quantico, Va., for a comprehen- 
sive five months’ basic officers’ course. 

Candidates who fail to qualify for a 
commission will be given the option of 
discharge from the Marine Corps Reserve 
or assignment to active duty in enlisted 
status. 

A limited number of the graduates of 
this Officer Candidate Course may be of- 
fered commissions as career Marines.

Fleet Marine Force, Pacific Troops Camp 
Pendleton, who is responsible for their 
training and combat readiness. The ad- 
vent of the Korean War has demon- 
strated that the organization of the Fleet 
Marine Force, Pacific was adequate and 
sufficiently flexible to meet the require- 
ments occasioned by the necessity of 
augmenting organizations at a peace 
strength to war strength, mounting out 
and placing them in tactical dispositions 
with the rapidity traditional in the Ma- 
rine Corps. This augmentation was pos- 
sible because every Marine is primarily 
a rifleman. The early mobilization of the 
Marine Corps Reserve units, together 
with the utilization of personnel from 
all posts and stations provided the addi- 
tional needed man-power. Within a period 
of a few days a Brigade and an Air 
Group were on the way to the combat 
area and the remainder of the Division 
with Air Wing units foilowed soon after. 

Basically, the First Marine Division is 
organized with three Infantry regiments, 
supporting artillery, tanks, and engineers 
as well as those elements peculiar to an 
amphibious organization such as am- 
phibian tractors and shore party forma- 
tions. This organization has proven to be 
tactically sound as demonstrated in op- 
eration in Korea. 

The First Marine Air Wing is the tac- 
tical component of Aircraft Fleet Marine 
Force and it is capable of being the 
parent organization of as many air 
groups as are needed for a given mission. 
The idea of an air-ground team has been 
stressed in the Marine Corps for many 
years. The close proximity of the bases 
for both the air and ground components 
has enabled them to engage in the maxi- 
mum of training in combined exercises. 
This has resulted in a mutual respect 
for, and an understanding of the prob- 
lems involved. That the doctrines have 
proven sound and workable in actual 
warfare in Korea is a matter of pride 
to the Marine Corps. 

Prior to the inception of the conflict in 
Korea, a most important part of the 
training of the Fleet Marine Force, Pa- 
cific were the amphibious exercises in 
conjunction with the Fleet units. The 
specialized tactics and techniques of am- 
phibious landings were practiced and 
polished in these exercises. The efficacy 
of this training was demonstrated in the 
landing at Inchon, prefacing the recap- 
ture of Seoul. This landing, due to the 
time element and conditions in the land- 
ing area was one of the most complicated 
and difficult ever executed. 

Marine Barracks and Marine Detach- 
ments at the various Naval Bases and 
Fleet Activities in the Pacific Ocean area 
comprise the Security Forces, Pacific. 
Headquarters FMF, Pacific is charged 
with the responsibility for maintaining 
and inspecting these forces. These se- 
curity forces have proven to be an im- 
portant reservoir of man-power for re- 
Placements in combat units. 

The Fleet Marine Force, Pacific 
through its component tactical organiza- 
tions has demonstrated the value of a 
force in readiness and takes pride in the 
participation in the accomplishments of 
the United Nations Forces in Korea. In 
the future, as in the past, it stands ready 
to carry out any assigned tasks.

The Air Force has announced plans 
to establish a Central Air Defense Force, 
under the Alr Defense Command, which 
would operate in conjunction with the 
previously eatablished Eastern and Weat- 
ern Air Defense Forces, Interim head- 
quarters for the new organization are 
acheduled to be established at Kansas 
City, Miasour!, by early March, It Is 
planned eventually to locate the head- 
quartera at Grandview, Missouri, 

Current plana are to eatablish the area 
of reaponaibility for the Central Air De- 
fense Forces as the sector in the United 
States bounded by the 10384 and 89th 
meridians and including the southeastern 
United States, Thus, the eastern bound- 
ary would be a line drawn roughly 
north-south from the Canadian border 
and running through the eastern areas 
of Wiaconain and Illinols, The Western 
boundary is a line drawn through the 
western areas of North and South 
Dakota, Nebraska and Texas, 

Eastern Alr Defense Force has its head- 
quarters at Stewart AFB, N. Y., and is 
at present responsible for organizing air 
defenses in the eastern and central por- 
tlona of the United States, extending to 
the 108d meridian at the eastern fringes 
of the Rocky Mountains, 

Western Air Defense Force has head- 
quarters at Hamilton AFB, Calif., and 
haa responsibility for air defense opera- 
tiona in the area weat of the central area. 





Airmen Promotion Quotas 


A total of 22,300 alrmen promotions to 
the ranks of sergeant through master 
sergeant have been authorized by Alr 
Force Headquarters for February. 

No breakdown of quotas by Individual 
commands was given, Air Force officials

Seven major manufacturers of guided 
miseiles will soon undertake to train Air 
Force officers in the firing, teating and 
operational handling of the modern 
rocket weapons, according to word this 
week from the USAF Institute of Tech- 
nology, Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohlo. 

“A rapidly expanded program in guided 
missile training has moved into the tech- 
nical education spotlight because of a 
current critical shortage of officers well- 
grounded in this fleld,” Col. Leighton L. 
Davis, USAFIT Commandant sald, Train- 
ing will be at plant sites of missile manu- 
facturers and will cover a one-year 
period, 

Masters degrees in Electrical, Mechan- 
leal or Aeronautical Engineering are 
desirable in applicants, but holders of 
baccalaureate degrees in these flelds will 
be accepted if they have experience in 
gulded missile work, 

“Graduates of the Inatitute’s college of 
engineering aciences will also be consid- 
ered as having the required background,” 
the Commandant pointed out. 

Applicants must be Regular Air Force 
in grade of First Lieutenant through 
Major and under 37 years of age.

Structural Tests on B47 


Structure tests have proved the B-47 
Stratojet capable of exceeding all of its 
U. S. Alr Force design safety require- 
ments, the Boeing Airplane Company 
announced this week. 

The tests included application of more 
than 700,000 pounds of lead and bending 
of the wing tips over a total arc of more 
than 20 feet, Overload tests—to prove 
structure strength at weights above the 
Stratojet'’s normal 185,000 pounds — 
showed the 600-mile-an-hour airplane ca- 
pable of safe operations at even higher 
weights and increased performance. 

The structural proving problem, start- 
ed last June as part of the pre-operational 
shakedown of the world’s fastest bomber, 
was conducted In a large hangar at Boe- 
ing’s Wichita, Kans., Division and in- 
cluded more than 100 different tests. 





Pilot Returns From Combat 


Capt. Robert Wayne, USAF, credited 
with having shot down the first enemy 
plane in Korea, has returned to the 
United States, 

On Labor Day, 1950, while flying on a 
strafing mission south of Hunghae, he 
was forced to parachute from a flaming 
plane and was rescued by a helicopter 
as 14 American planes flew a protective 
cover over a spot where he was under 
enemy ground fire. 

On that very day, when he returned to 
his base, Captain Wayne, a West Point 
graduate, was notified of the birth in 
Tokyo of his third child, 





Seek Convertiplane 


A design competition for the construc- 
tlon of an _ observation-reconnaissance 
airplane that can take-off and climb ver- 
tieally and then fly like a conventional 
plane is being conducted by the Air 
Force. The plane would be used mainly 
by the Army Field Forces and the Air 
Force's Air Rescue Service. 

Aircraft designers have for many years 
sought to build a plane with enough for- 
ward speed to met combat requirements 
which could also make slow vertical 
take-offs and landings. Generally, this 
type of plane has been referred to as 
a “convertiplane.” 

Seventeen aircraft companies have al- 
ready submitted designs for such an air- 
plane. The designs are now being evalu- 
ated in the aircraft laboratories of the 
Air Materiel Command at Wright-Patter- 
son AFB, Ohio, 

To achieve these two specific perform- 
ance characteristics, an aircraft must be 
developed which is capable of changing 
its axis of thrust from vertical to hori- 
zontal and back to vertical while in 
flight. 

Estimates are that the first prototype 
will appear in the next three years. The 
ultimate aim is development of a troop 
or cargo carrying assault transport capa- 
ble of operation under all terrain and 
weather conditions. 

Present-day helicopters are limited to 
forward speeds of approximately 100 
miles per hour but have the ability to 
take off and land from any cleared area. 

Designers working on this problem have 
pointed out that excessive power required 
by the initial vertical climb proved a 
formidable obstacle. Now, however, de- 
velopment of the jet engine with its high- 
er thrust output per unit of weight, and 
improvements in internal combustion 
power plants, have brought development 
of a convertiplane into the foreseeable 
future. 

Funds for development of the observa- 
tion-reconnaissance “Convertiplane” were 
supplied jointly from Army and Air 
Force appropriations.

Air Secy. Reports 

The U. S. Air Force probably will 
adopt the British light jet bomber, Cam- 
berra, Secretary of the Air Force Thomas 
K. Finletter told a press conference 29 
Jan. If this action is taken the plane will 
be put into production in the United 
States, probably at the Glenn L. Martin 
plant. 

While not disclosing its performance 
data Mr. Finletter was enthusiastic about 
the record achieved by the new British 
plane under test. Its major use would be 
on all-weather night intruder missions, 
similar to those now assigned to the 
American B-26 light bomber in Korea. 
Development work on the Martin B-51, a 
light jet bomber similar to the Camberra, 
will be accelerated, and it is possible 
that this plane may also be put in pro- 
duction. 

Production of the new Northrop F-89, 
a twin-engine night fighter, will be ac- 
celerated. It will be used primarily for 
air defense. The Secretary indicated that 
the Air Force would concentrate on all- 
weather planes to a much greater ex- 
tent than heretofore. The North Ameri- 
can F-86 Sabre Jet, which achieved such 
a fine record in combat in Korea against 
the Russian-built MIG-15 will be con- 
tinued in production and will be used 
largely as a daylight interceptor. 

The Air Force will continue to buy 
modified convair B-36 heavy bombers 
and they will form the backbone of the 
intercontinental air fleet. The Boeing 
B-47 Stratojet, Mr. Finletter said, will 
continue for some time to be our most 
advanced medium bomber. However, two 
experimental models of the new B-52, 
which is considerably larger and has a 
longer range than the B-47, are under 
contract and may be tested this year. 

Mr. Finletter said that unfortunately 
the MIG-15 jet fighter now used by the 
enemy in Korea is a very fine plane, and 
indicates that the Russians have the 
scientific knowledge and engineering skill 
to turn out progressively finer aircraft, 
a fact which must be continually kept in 
mind. The Secretary said the MIG has 
much the same order of performance as 
the American F-86 Sabre Jet. He said 
that reports from Korea indicated that 
our flyers have high respect for Red 
pilot performance. Nevertheless, he said, 
the American F-86 jet fighters are doing 
extremely well against the MIGs. 

The Secretary said that the Republic 
F-84 Thunder Jet is a fighter-bomber and 
not comparable to the MIG-15. However, 
he added, its record was exceptionally 
good against the enemy plane, a result 
which might in this case be directly at- 
tributable to American pilot superiority. 
Nothing in the air battles over Korea, the 
Secretary said, had caused us to modify 
designs of existing or contemplated air- 
craft. 

Mr. Finletter indicated that greater 
emphasis than heretofore would be 
placed on tactical use of planes in sup- 
port of ground troops. He suggested that 
the proposed expansion to 95 air groups 
would make it possible to devote more 
attention to such use. 

The three major responsibilities of the 
Air Force, the Secretary said, are Air 
Defense, Tactical Air Command and 
Strategic Air Command. The first two, 
he said, were largely concerned with the 
defense of the United States against 
hostile air attack, and support of ground 
operations. These duties arise largely 
after the commencement of hostilities. 

However, the Secretary pointed out, 8 
strong Strategic Air Command, by its 
existence, is a powerful deterrent to war. 
Its capacity to dispatch many planes on 
intercontinental flights, carrying atom 
bombs, makes possible quick retaliation 
with a tremendously destructive weapon, 
and thus discourages aggression before it 
starts. 


Air Official Recalled 

President C. R. Smith of American Air- 
lines, who was deputy chief of the Air 
Transport Command during World War 
II, has been recalled for three months 
active duty with the Air Force beginning 
5 Feb.

OUR PRIORITY LIST 

1. Establishment and operation of a Universal Training and Service program and the 
building up of readiness for industrial production for war as bases for an ‘‘enduring system 
of National Defense.’’ 

2. Continued scientific research and development, particularly in all new and uncon- 
ventional devices and methods of warfare. 

3. Revision of Career Compensation Act to correct injustices demonstrated by experience, 
including adequate compensation of junior officers with long service in enlisted grades. 
Permanent legislation for special pay for personnel actually engaged in combat with the 
enemy. More realistic allowances, including those for travel and per diem. Improved retire- 
ment pay for disabled and wounded personnel. 

4. Early construction of adequate government quarters for Service personnel at all 
permanent stations, supplemented by government-sponsored private construction to meet 
expansion needs. 

5. Continuance and extension of medical and dental care for Service families; provision 
for education at government expense of children of Service personnel at stations where 
suitable free public schools are not available; and survivor benefits for dependents. 

6. Restoration of military exemptions from Federal Income Tax, broadened to exclude 
all retired pay from taxation. Recall to active duty of militarily useful retired officers, 
coueenes with liberalization of ban on dual compensation so that the government may 
utilize fully the services of all capable retired personnel. 

7. A satisfactory and orderly promotion system for warrant officers to assure all 
qualified appointees of reaching top grade prior to retirement. 

8. Adjustment of promotion procedures to meet current emergency needs and to assure 
retention on active duty of all qualified officers. 





For Strong Defenses. The era of reduction by economy in the Armed Services 
ended last June when the Soviet satellites attacked their South Korean neighbors. 
Congress, which followed that economy regime with some misgivings, is now de- 
termined to give the defense forces all the funds that can be reasonably justified. 
On that score there can be no concern, the principal problem being the time element. 
Therefore, in compiling our new Priority List THe JouRNAL has laid particular stress 
on those projects which are of long-range importance and which, for reasons un- 
related to defense, may be neglected. Heading the list is the establishment of a 
System of Universal Training (to give permanency and soundness to our defense 
system) and Service (to meet immediate needs). Coupled with this is the policy of 
so planning our present expanded procurement program as to result in a genuine 
strengthening of our long-range industrial preparedness. These two policies, once 
firmly established, would constitute that “enduring system of National Defense” 
envisioned by Secretary of Defense Marshall to off-set the country’s traditional 
cycles of hot and cold attitudes toward the defense establishment. Continuous 
scientific research and development also is a fundamental requirement to keep 
modern our means of war. 


To meet current needs, as well as to support a long-range program, constant 
attention must be paid to morale and welfare of the personnel—for this is both the 
basis of efficiency and the means of preventing wasteful turnover. A constant watch 
must be maintained to correct injustices in pay and to keep service living standards 
reasonably commensurate with those in civilian life. A permanent system of combat 
pay is a present pressing need. Allowances for rental, subsistence, travel, per diem, 
ete., should be geared to fluctuations in actual costs. The lack of suitable living 
quarters, cited by the President’s Commission on Religion and Welfare as a top 
morale deterrent, must be aggressively attacked. Medical and dental care for the 
families of Service persons should be kept readily available and not threatened by 
new schemes of Federal medical reorganizations. Service children must not lose the 
American right to a good and free education. A sound system must be established 
for benefits to the survivors of service personnel whose limited incomes prevent the 
establishment of estates to care for those they leave behind. Relief from the im- 
position of large income taxes should be granted to those in the fighting forces. All 
retired pay should be exempted from such taxes. In order that the valuable pool of 
trained manpower may be fully used by the government, the Services should recall 
to active duty those who can profitably be employed and at the same time the 
stringent restrictions on dual compensation should be relaxed. As the Retired Officers 
Association has repeatedly pointed out, this latter step would release many ex- 
perienced and qualified executives to the civilian agencies. The present miserly 
limits on warrant officers in the upper grades should be removed so that these for- 
‘gotten men of the Armed Forces can look forward to the careers envisioned for 
them in the law enacted by Congress. Under current conditions the actual financial 
rewards and the dark promotion outlook tend to discourage top non-commissioned 
officers from accepting warrants. The promotion systems in all the Services are in 
need of overhauling. This should be a constant procedure, for changing conditions 
lead to changing needs. Forced attrition which might appear justifiable in peace 
time to keep up an even flow of promotion can not be afforded during emergencies 
when manpower is short. This is particularly true in the Navy’s continuation of the 
practice of retiring experienced and qualified flag officers, many of them specialists, 
solely because they have served a given number of years in their grade. The officers 
being lost to the Navy under this system are all top men who have run the gamut 
of selection through the grades and whose only fault is that they have served five 
years or more as rear admirals. 


THe JOURNAL will keep these projects in mind and before Congress during the 
coming year. They will, however, not exclude the espousal of other needs as they 
ceme to our attention. We hope our readers will help by giving us the facts in these 
as well as in other situations that need correcting. ‘i

“Satisfactory” Service 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

To correct injustice and to prevent 
arbitrary decisions by the powers that be, 
the Career Compensation Act should be 
amended to state specifically that an offi- 
cer who held a higher temporary grade 
for a period of six months, or longer, 
shall be considered as having served sat- 
isfactorily in such grade and shall be 
advanced upon retired list to highest 
grade held and receive pay accordingly. 
Further: That the only service that shall 
be considered in arriving at satisfactory 
service shall be the service served in the 
higher temporary grade between Sept. 
9, 1940, and June 30, 1946, and none other. 

The law at present is ambiguous as to 
what constitutes satisfactory service and 
it is left to the whim of the departments 
concerned as to who shall receive ad- 
vanced grade. There should be no ques- 
tion of satisfactory service where any offi- 
cer served six months or longer in higher 
temporary grade.

The Pay Question 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I readily admit that the pay of a second 
lieutenant is low. However, I do not be- 
lieve that the pay of a second lieutenant 
should ever be made such that he can be 
easily comfortable or so close to that of 
a first lieutenant that the promotion with 
its attendant increased responsibility 
does not produce a sufficient increase in 
pay to make the man who has been pro- 
moted feel that it has been worthwhile. 
The history of junior officers’ pay versus 
that of senior officers has been one of 
constantly pushing the juniors’ pay up 
toward the middle. In 1946, when the 
services got a percentage pay increase 
pending the working out of a satisfactory 
pay scale, senior officers received 10%, 
captains received 15%, while lieutenants 
received a 20% pay increase. In addition, 
lieutenants had received a pay increase 
prior to that when no other rank had. 

In the interim between this percentage 
pay increase a committee of well-known 
business men made a serious study of 
service pay; and out of that long and 
detailed study came recommendations to 
Congress for certain specific pay rates 
which they felt not only on an overall 
career basis would adequately remuner- 
ate a man for his time and efforts in 
the services of his country, but also would 
be simple to administer. Congress saw fit 
in its study of these pay rates to estab- 
lish pay rates which were somewhat less

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—After long and exasperating delays the United States this week 
won a sweeping victory in the United Nations when the Political Committee adopted 
the American resolution strongly condemning the Red Chinese aggression in Korea. 
The vote was 44 for the American proposal and 7 opposed, with 8 abstentions. Subse- 
quently by a similar vote the General Assembly approved the action of the Political 
Committee. 

The opposing votes were cast by the Soviet bloc, India and Burma. The absten- 
tions were by Afghanistan, Egypt, Indonesia, Pakistan, Sweden, Syria, Yemen and 
Yugoslavia. Prior to final passage some modifications were made which made im- 
mediate application of sanctions unlikely, but these changes, while satisfying some 
hesitant supporters, in no way detracted from the strong denunciation of the Chinese 
Communist aggression. 

The resolution finds that Communist China is engaged in aggression in Korea; 
it requests a committee on collective security to study means of meeting this ag- 
gression, but to suspend its work if a good offices committee reports progress toward 
a settlement, and it approves creation of a good offices committee of three, composed 
of the president of the assembly and two others, to try for a peaceful settlement in 
Korea. At the same time the resolution calls upon the Peiping regime to withdraw 
its forces from Korea and stop fighting United Nations forces; it reiterates the de- 
termination of the United Nations to continue to meet aggression in Korea, and 
calls upon all states and authorities to refrain from aiding the aggressors. 


The action of the committee was taken despite last-minute warnings by Sir 
Benegal Rau of India that passage of the American resolution would definitely close 
the door to a peaceful settlement of the Far Eastern problems. Presumably the 
indian delegate had received this information directly from the Indian ambassador 
at Peiping, who relayed the views of the Red dictator, Mao Tse-tung. In the face 
of such a threat, presumably backed by the Kremlin, some of the smaller nations 
were particularly courageous in supporting the condemnatory resolution. 

As Great Britain, France, Denmark and a score of other countries announced 
their support for the American proposal, Soviet Russia and her puppet states 
desperately sought to prevent a vote, employing the usual delaying tactics of raising 
procedural questions. Russia, Poland and Czechoslovakia appealed for adjournment 
on the ground that certain pending relatively minor amendments required further 
time for study and for instructions from home governments. The motion to adjourn 
was defeated by a vote of 32 against, to 10 in favor, with 12 abstentions. 

A vote was then demanded on the substitute presented by 12 Asiatic and Arab 
states, led by India. American Ambassador Warren R. Austin consented to a vote 
on this proposal in advance of the American resolution. This proposal, which, it 
was ascertained, was acceptable to the Peiping regime, called for a seven-power con- 
ference to discuss Far Eastern problems, including the Korean conflict, the status of 
Formosa, and admission of Red China to the United Nations. The conferees were 
to have been representatives of the United States, Communist China, Great Britain, 
France, Russia, India and Egypt. 

The first order of business of the proposed conference was to have been arrange- 
ments for a cease-fire in Korea. The United States strongly opposed the proposal, 
contending that a cease-fire arrangement was a military matter and definitely must 
precede an international conference. When the Asia-Arab substitute came to a 
vote it was defeated, on a piece-meal vote, paragraph by paragraph, with from 14 
to 18 favoring the proposal and from 27 to 32 opposed. The passage of the American 
resolution then followed. 

It is improbable that this action of the United Nations will have any immediate 
effect on the fighting in Korea. While the American resolution leaves the way open 
for further negotiations, the Reds are much more likely to press for a military 
victory than to seek a peaceful way to end the conflict. One gratifying result is the 
evidence of international solidarity which was conspicuously lacking at Lake Success 
as recently as a week ago. Obviously behind-the-scenes conversations among the 
diplomats resulted in a change of attitude on the part of many reluctant countries. 

In the final debate the influence of France was a powerful factor in support of 
the resolution. This was probably due to direct instructions from Premier Rene 
Pleven who was in Washington this week to confer with President Truman on joint 
strategy throughout the world in the conflict against Communist aggression. In a 
communique the President and the Prime Minister indicated close agreement on 
world problems. They condemned aggression and said that it must be stopped. At 
the same time they made it clear that the United States and France are ready at 
all times to negotiate with any country on a realistic basis, in a sincere effort to 
settle all points of difference. 

Premier Pleven told the National Press Club in a luncheon address that France 
was a firm ally of the United States, “not just a fair weather friend.” He declared 
that “we will not let anything weaken the alliance that binds us together.” He said 
that France will have 20 fully-equipped regular divisions for European defense be- 
fore the end of 1953, and was aiming at 900,000 Frenchmen on active duty and an 
equal number in reserve. The new French army, the Premier said, would be larger 
in a year than the French army was at the outbreak of World War II. 

The French Premier is particularly interested in the development of a powerful 
army for European defense under the command of General Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
He suggested that the West German contribution to this defense force might be the 
equivalent of one German division for every five furnished by the Atlantic Pact 
allies. Mr. Pleven also suggested that economic development as well as military 
strength be kept under consideration. 

By the exercise of clemency United States authorities in Germany this week 
saved 21 convicted Nazi war criminals from execution, including six involved in the 
heartless Malmedy massacre of scores of American prisoners of war. Fifteen of the 
21 saved from death will serve life terms and the others imprisonment from 9 to 25 
years. The death sentences of seven others, involved in concentration camp murders, 
were confirmed. Immediate freedom was granted to 33 prisoners, including Alfred 
Krupp von Bohlen, the munitions magnate, and Lt. Gen. Wilhelm Speidel, a former 
German air force commander. 

Among those whose death sentences were confirmed were Maj. Gen. Oswald Pohl, 
chief of the concentration camp system, and Gen. Otto Ohlendorf, whose extermi- 
nation squads are charged with slaughtering more than a million Jews, gypsies, 
and others adjudged by Hitler’s followers to be undesirable. Col. Joachim Peiper, 
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the S.S. colonel who ordered the Malmedy massacre, was aimong those whose death 
sentences were reduced to life imprisonment. 

The clemency action was taken by High Commissioner John J. McCloy and 
General Thomas T. Handy, commanding American troops in Germany, on the 
recommendation of a three-man board of review, composed of Judge David W. Peck, 
of the Appellate Division of the New York Supreme Court; Frederick A. Moran, 
Chairman of the New York Parole Board; and Brig. Gen. Conrad E. Snow, assistant 
legal adviser of the State Department. 


Ships of the Fleet—Capt. George C. Wright, USN, formerly assigned to the 
Progress-Analysis Group in the Office of the Chief of Naval Operations, Washington, 
D. C., has been designated to succeed Capt. Irvin T. Duke, USN, as commanding 
officer of the battleship USS Missouri, operating in Korean waters. Captain Wright 
is a veteran destroyer officer. 

The heavy cruiser USS Rochester, commanded by Capt. Edward L. Woodyard, 
USN, who has been reassigned as Deputy Chief of Staff to the Commander in Chief, 
Alaskan Command, and the destroyer USS Maddox, commanded by Comdr. Preston 
B. Haines, jr., USN, arrived in Pearl Harbor last week en route to the west coast 
for delayed overhauls at San Diego, following distinguished service in Korean waters. 

Mothballed in April 1946 the heavy cruiser USS Los Angeles was recommissioned 
on 27 Jan. at the San Francisco Naval Shipyard. 

The submarine Grenadier, construction of which was begun in 1944, and whose 
uncompleted hull was mothballed, will be christened and commissioned at Boston on 
10 Feb. by Mrs. John A. Fitzgerald, wife of Captain Fitzgerald, USN, who was com- 
manding officer of a submarine with the same name which was depth bombed by 
the Japanese in the Malacca Straits on 21 April 1943 and which was scuttled the 
next day to prevent its capture. Captain Fitzgerald and his crew were taken prisoner, 
but the Japanese failed to report his capture and therefore the Naval officer was 
reported missing. During the interval between Captain Fitzgerald’s capture and his 
release in September 1945, the late Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox had asked 
Mrs. Fitzgerald to sponsor the new Grenadier. 


NATO Notes and Other News From Abroad—The return this week of General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower to Washington, D. C., from his visits to North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization capitals has focused new interest on NATO military 
developments and other military developments from abroad. 

Great Britain—The armed forces cf Britain will soon total a million men and 
women, with last reports placing the strength at 845,900, nearly half of whom are 
serving overseas—22,000 in Korea. In addition to Royal Marine Commandos, Britain 
has sent a light carrier, two cruisers, six destroyers and four frigates to Korea. At 
home, defense production is being accelerated with doubling of the output of 50-ton 
Centurion tanks, quantity manufacture of the Canberra twin-jet bomber and a 
speedup of ship construction, including plans for the building of six new carriers. 
The Territorial Army, which approximates the National Guard, is being expanded 
to 12 divisions, while the Regular Army will be increased to 11% full-time divisions, 
four to be in Germany by July. For its defense effort, Britain has allocated one- 
third of its budget. In the light of current debate on Universal Military Service and 
Training in the U. S., it is of timely interest to note that England has had conscription 
for more than 10 years and has trained more than a million men since 1945. 

Canada—Airmen from five European North Atlantic Treaty countries are now 
training together in Canada. Last year the Royal Canadian Air Force began to offer 
instruction for student pilots, navigators and ground crews of her allies in the un- 
surpassed training areas offered by Canada’s vast expanse. In addition at least 200 
aircrew from the United Kingdom will be trained this year in Canada. The first 
classes of 68 pilots, 48 navigators and 150 ground crew from France, Italy, Belgium, 
Norway and the Netherlands, as well as airmen from the United Kingdom, are 
blazing a trail for their compatriots who may follow them to Canada. 

France—General Marie Isidore Edouard LeCoguiec, the French Army’s Direc- 
tor General of Intendance, opposite number of the U. S. Army Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, has been in the United States to observe Army Quartermaster methods, pro- 
cedures, training programs and equipment. Before returning to his native country 
on 7 Feb., General LeCoguiec will have visited Army Quartermaster installations 
at Fort Lee, Va.; Philadelphia, Pa.; Jeffersonville, Ind.; Chicago, IH.; Schenectady, 
N. Y.; Lawrence, Mass., and New York, N. Y. 

Iran—aA group of Iranian Army and Air Force officers next week will complete 
a three weeks’ tour of Army and Air Force installations, under the Mutual Defense 
Assistance Program. The Army officers are Brig. Gen. Resa Asimi; Brig. Gen. 
Ahmad Baharmast; Brig. Gen. Esmiel Riahi, and Brig. Gen. Ahmad Vossough, all 
staff officers of the Iranian Army. These officers will visit Army Field Forces head- 
quarters at Fort Monroe, Va.; the Infantry School, Fort Benning, Ga.; the Military 
Police School at Camp Gordon, Ga.; the Artillery School at Fort Sill, Okla.; Com- 
mand and General Staff College, Fort Leavenworth, Kans., and an Army training 
center at Fort Dix, N. J. The Air Force officers are Col. Ahmad Ajudani, Director of 
Technical Training for the Iranian Air Force, and Lt. Col. Mossavar Rahmani. Their 
itinerary includes visits to the Air Training Command at Scott AFB, IIl.; the Air 
Materiel Command at Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio; the Air University,. Maxwell 
AFB, Ala., and the Tactical Air Command at Langley AFB, Va. 

Turkey— Maj. Sabiha Gokcen, adopted daughter of the late Kemal Ataturk, is 
going to Korea to serve as a fighter pilot with the U. N. Air Force. She was graduated 
as a regular Turkish Air Force pilot and formerly was chief instructor for the Turkish 
Civil Air Force. 

Indo-China—The transfer of 25 B-26 light bombers to French Indo-China from 
the United States has been reported, and it was stated that five more of the B-26’s 
and some F-8-F Navy “Bearcat” fighters also would be transferred soon. Previously, 
the French and native forces fighting the Communists in Indo-China had received 
40 F-6-F “Hellcat” fighters, artillery, armored cars, ammunition, trucks, landing 
craft and light arms. 

Norway—Col. Aage Pran has been named as temporary liaison officer to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower’s SHAPE headquarters. 

Australia—The 3d Battalion, Royal Australian Regiment, completed 100 days 
of active service in Korea last month. Prior to the raising of the Royal Australian 
Regiment in 1948, Australia never had maintained any regular infantry in its army. 
nor had any regular army unit served abroad as such. Australian forces which fought 
abroad previously consisted of specially raised units of volunteers. 

Italy—Compulsory military service was extended from 12 to 15 months to help 
build four divisions to fighting strength this month, with a 12-division army strength 
planned. 
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The Korean Ribbon: Why the Delay?—In an effort to obtain answers to many 
letters from coinbat wounded returned from the Korean fighting, THE JOURNAL this 
week sought to run down the reason for the continued delay in the issuance of the 
Korean Campaign Ribbon. Far East officers and commanders of hospitals in the 
United States have been concerned particularly about this delay, as have been Army 
officials at the Pentagon who for weeks have been pressing for final authorization 
on the ribbon. 

It is known that the Army’s presentation for the issuance of the ribbon was 
completed some time ago, but apparently there has been a delay at the Department 
of Defense level in coordinating regulations among all the Services. 

The Army believes that the ribbon would be an important morale factor to the 
thousands of casualties who have been returned to the United States 

Late this week, it was indicated that Army prodding likely would result in 
speedy, however belated, action to permit issuance of the ribbon. The Quartermaster 
Corps reportedly already has initiated procurement of the ribbon and undoubtedly 
would take immediate steps to see that the Far East Command and the military 
hospitals throughout the country were supplied with the ribbon just as soon as 
regulations are approved. 

The ribbon, issuance of which was approved by the President in November, is 
of a color described as United Nations blue with a white separating stripe in the 
middle. 


General Eisenhower's Earlier Appearance Before Congress—General Eisenhower’s 
appearance before the Congress this week recalls that once before, on 15 Jan. 1946, 
he also addressed the joint House and Senate membership. It is with some irony that 
one recalls that five years ago, General Eisenhower, as chief of staff of the Army, 
was called upon to explain to the legislature why the troops were not being de- 
mobilized faster. His opening sentence at that time is significant in light of develop- 
ments since. He said: “I have come here this morning because a very human desire 
has clashed with the Army’s manpower needs to do the job which has been assigned 
to us by the government.” 

What was the situation then? General Eisenhower said: “Now just where does 
this leave us? On V-E Day we had 8,300,000 troops. We have already discharged 
5,000,000 and by 1 July we shall have discharged another two and three-quarters 
million men who were in the Army the day Germany collapsed. This leaves but 
half a million or so of the V-E Day men. Except for veteran volunteers, that is all 
that will be left of our own V-E Day Army on 1 July 1946, less than 14 months after 
the last shot was fired in Europe. All the rest will be recruits. It is with this relatively 
untrained Army in the throes of reconversion that we must undertake the grave 
tasks still ahead. * * * My sole purpose, which I am certain you share, is that the 
Army that did so much to win the victory will be left fit to preserve it.” 

It is difficult to tell how much the rapid break-up of our World War II Army 
(which in those days included the Air Force) contributed to our present dilemma. 


Reassign Generals in Korea—The assignments of Maj. Gen. David Barr, former 
commanding general of the 7th Infantry Division to command the Armored Center 
at Ft. Knox, Ky., and Maj. Gen. John Church’s transfer from command of the 24th 
Infantry Division to head the Infantry Center at Ft. Benning, Ga., likely will be 
followed by the reassignment of top-ranking officers from Korea to other training 
activities in the United States. The Far East Command has disclosed the Army’s 
desire “to establish a rotation policy for general officers who have participated 
lengthily in the Korean campaign so that their experience could be utilized in the 
training programs necessitated by the mobilization of American fighting power. 
With considerable reluctance,” the FEC’s statement concluded, “the theater has 
consented to the release of these extraordinarily able commanders who have so 
distinguished themselves in Korea.” 

On 31 Jan. the Army announced the assignment of Maj. Gen. Lawrence B. Keiser, 
USA, former commander of the 2d Infantry Divisidn, to be Commanding General of 
the Infantry Replacement Training Center, Indiantown Gap Military Reservation, 
Pa., reactivation of which was announced last month. General Keiser, who has been 
in Tokyo since his evacuation from Korea after contracting pneumonia in December, 
will arrive in the United States this month. 


Huge AF Medical Center—House passage of the Air Force Organization Act, 
which authorizes continuation of a separate medical service for the Air Force, is 
likely to speed planning for construction of an Air Force Medical Center, com- 
parable to the Army’s Medical Center at Washington, D. C., and the Navy’s Medical 
Center at Bethesda, Md. 

Representative Paul Kilday (D-Tex.), who is an influential member of the 
House Armed Services Committee, has revealed that the Air Force has proposed 
construction of a $30,000,000 aeromedical center adjacent to Randolph AFB, Tex. 
Included at the center would be a research institute, school of aviation medicine, 
clinical research laboratory, aviation medical clinic and library. 

Brig. Gen. Otis O. Benson, jr., USAF, commandant of the School of Aviation 
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Medicine at Randolph AFB, has declared that no official confirmation of Mr. Kilday’s 
announcement has been received, but he noted that such a center “is something that 
we have thought about, talked about and planned for some time.” 

General Benson said that last year a 10-man planning board, consisting of 
civilian and military officers, examined approximately 25 prospective sites for the 
Air Force medical center. 
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CD Post for Another Retired Officer—The utilization of retired military officers 
in key civilian defense positions continues to increase. This week comes word of 
the naming of Brig. Gen. Ralph Hospital, USA-Ret., to direct civilian defense in 
Ithaca and Tompkins County, N. Y. General Hospital was retired 31 Jan. as com- 
mandant of the ROTC at Cornell University in Ithaca. 


Ordnance Corps—Lt. Col. Thomas F. Colleran of Aberdeen Proving Ground. 
Md., is on a five-week inspection trip to England, Belgium, France and Germany to 
study research and development problems among Western European nations in the 
Military Aid Program. 


Louis Johnson Given A Chair—Former Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 
unexpectedly was called to the White House on 26 Jan. The purpose: President 
Truman and Colonel Johnson’s former Cabinet colleagues had pitched in to buy the 
chair Mr. Johnson occupied during Cabinet meetings prior to his resignation on 
12 Sept. As is traditional, the chair was presented as a gift. 


AF Promotion Delay—The continued delay by the Air Force in announcing 
promotions for officers selected late last year for permanen‘ advancements to major 
and lieutenant colonel and who consequently were not eligible for consideration for 
temporary promotions to these ranks has made for some uneasy feeling throughout 
the various commands. However, it is felt that an early statement will be made on 
this matter, and that provisions will be made to insure that these Regular officers, 
successful in stiff permanent promotion board selection proceedings, will not be 
penalized unjustly. 

In October, the Air Force named 2,290 majors for permanent promotion to lieu- 
tenant colonel and said only 674 would be promoted immediately. Then in mid- 
December, the names of 3,794 Regular officers selected for permanent promotion to 
major were announced, but no word was released as to the number to be promoted 
immediately. 

Hundreds of these officers already are serving in temporary ranks which are 
higher than their permanent grades, but it is reported that other hundreds are 
serving in the same temporary and permanent grade. 

The least the Air Force likely will do is to promote to higher temporary rank 
those Regular officers who were selected for permanent promotion who otherwise 
would have been eligible for consideration for temporary ranks of lieutenant colonel 
or major under previously announced criteria. The Air Force has said the temporary 
promotions to major will be announced by the major commands on or about 15 Feb.

and it is presumed that action will be taken to insure that officers permanently 
selected are not penalized by later dates of rank than the temporary promotions. 

Another possibility is that the Air Force will make all of the permanent pro- 
motions simultaneously instead of spreading them out over a period of about a year. 
It was stated previously that the spreading out of the actual promotions was neces- 
sary because of budgetary factors, but with the current expansion program raising 
the Air Force to almost a million men the lack of funds is not believed a present 
deterrent to making the permanent promotions at an accelerated date. 

Whatever the final decision, a statement on this matter is expected shortly. Air 
Force officials emphasize that when the policy is announced it will show that the 
Regular officers named for permanent promotions will not be penalized as compared 
to the Regulars and non-Regulars selected for promotion to higher temporary ranks 
of major and lieutenant colonel. 


Retired Army General Aids Air Force—General Courtney H. Hodges, USA-Ret., 
was named this week by Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. Finletter as a mem- 
ber of a three-man commission created to survey conditions at the Air Force’s over- 
crowded Lackland AFB, Tex., indoctrination center. Other commission members 
are Merrill Meigs, a Chicago newspaper official, and President Arthur Fleming of 
of Ohio Wesleyan University, former head of the Civil Service Commission. 

Secretary Finletter stressed this week that despite the tremendous pressure on 
facilities at Lackland, there have been no undue sicknesses or hardships. The peak 
of recruit training at Lackland now has been passed and with the opening of the 
indoctrination center at Sampson AFB, N. Y., the lack of barrack facilities and other 
problems at the Texas base are expected to be alleviated speedily. 


Navy Nurse Corps—Comdr. Kathleen Smith, NC, USN, has assumed duties as 
Chief Nurse at the Naval Hospital, National Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md. 
She succeeds Comdr. Helen C. Gavin, NC, USN, transferred to the Oakland, Calif., 
Naval Hospital. 


Motion Sickness Study—A joint Army-Navy-Air Force research project to test 
certain drugs and drug combinations as preventives of motion sickness will be 
launched soon aboard ocean transports, it has been revealed at the Air Force School 
of Aviation Medicine, Randolph AFB, Tex. Dr. Herman I. Chinn, Chief of the school’s 
pharmacology and biochemistry section, a major in the Air Force reserve, has been 
ordered to active duty to supervise the experiment aboard one transport while Dr. 
Paul K. Smith, a lieutenant colonel in the reserve, will supervise it aboard another. 
Dr. Smith is Professor of Pharmacology at George Washington University in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Dr. Chinn explained that the experiment will be an extension of a similar one 
conducted a year ago in which soldiers aboard an Atlantic transport were given 
various drugs, under controlled conditions, in search of an effective preventive of 
motion sickness. Benadryl, found last year to be one of the more effective drugs in 
both ocean transport and aircraft tests, will be used as a measuring stick against 
some 10 or 12 other drugs and combinations to be tested this year. None of the men 
will know the kind of drug he is taking, Dr. Chinn said, but each man will be given 
one pill three times daily. A close check of the drug each takes, and the physical 
reaction of each man during the voyage will be maintained. The more effective drugs 
will later be tested on actual aircraft flights. 

In the three-service project the Army is providing the men as subjects for the 
experiment, the Navy the ships and a medical officer for each, while the Air Force 
will conduct the experiment under direction of Colonel Smith and Major Chinn. 
By using ships instead of aircraft the researchers can save much time in screening 
out ineffective drugs by increasing many fold the size of the experiment in a given 
period, and by testing several drugs simultaneously. 


ith Infantry Anniversary—The 153d anniversary of the 7th Regimental Combat 
Team, 3d Infantry Division, was celebrated last month in Korea by the presentation 
of five battlefield commissions by Col. John S. Guthrie, commanding officer. The men 
of the “Cotton Balers” Regiment given commissions were WOJG Isaac C. Frantz, 
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WOJG Leroy J. Bartow, M/Sgt. Eugene May, M/Sgt. Edward A. Colton and SFC 
William H. Herrick. 

At the same time 11 men of the Regiment were given combat decorations. Silver 
Star Medals for gallantry in action were awarded to Ist Lt. Hugh B. Casey and Ist 
Lt. John A. Martineau, while Bronze Star Medals were awarded to Chaplain (Capt.) 
John H. Brown, Pvt. Ray G. Ivester, PFC Dale F. Garrett, PFC Oliver L. Green, 
PFC Jim D. Whitaker, Sgt. Earl Lail, jr.. M/Sgt. Cecil R. Hamm, and Cpl. Phillip 
J. Kelley. The first Oak Leaf Cluster to the Bronze Star was awarded to M/Sgt. 
William O. Cox. 


Speedy Return—Three months ago lst Lt. Ferdinand E. Farrish left Ft. Hood, 
Tex., for Korea. Today, he is a patient at Brooke Army Hospital, Ft. Sam Houston, 
Tex. Lieutenant Farris was wounded his first day in combat, was captured by the 
enemy while en route to an aid station and later escaped and was rescued. 


Marine Helicopters—Less than six days after they rolled out of the factory at 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., four tiny Bell HTL-4 helicopters arrived in Japan to join a 
Marine observation squadron in Korea. 

The helicopters were delivered directly from the factory in the same Marine 
transports in which they were originally loaded in a disassembled condition, mark- 
ing the first time in the long and varied history of Marine aviation that any number 
of aircraft have been flown “piggy-back” one-third of the way around the earth. 
It is also the first time the Marines have delivered their own helicopters by flying 
them in transport planes. Marine helicopters now in Korea were delivered to the 
Far East in “flyaway” condition aboard ships. 

The ’copters took off from the Bell aircraft factory at Buffalo, N. Y.; stopped at 
the Marine Corps Air Station, Quantico, Va., to be “winterized” against the extreme 
cold of the battlefront; laid over at Marine Air Station, El Toro, Calif., to perform 
final checks on the transports; and at Guam for rest for the plane crews. Reassembly 
of the planes started within a few hours after they arrived in Japan. 


Horses and Mules—A veteran Army cavalry expert, Col. John F. Wall, USA-Ret., 
living in Camden. S. C., has called for the organization of more horse cavalry units and 
“plentiful” mule pack trains for Army service. 

In an interview with the Camden, S. C., Chronicle, Colonel Wall, who for many 
years was connected with the Remount Service, declared: “The club, the slingshot, 
the horse and the mule, too, will be taken from mothballs. They will never become 
museum pieces.” 

Colonel Wall noted that horse cavalry has been used against our troops in 
Korea and said: “It is indeed sad that men of the 1st Cavalry Division—a former 
horse outfit—suffered from such attack. I was a member of this outfit once myself. 
If any old-timers remain in it today,” continued Colonel Wall, “their estimate of 
their situation has been most adequate, I am sure. And all of us can see what a 
great assurance our troops could have had if adequate pack trains had been in Korea.” 

The newspaper interview was reported in an editorial published in the Lexing- 
ton, Ky., Herald and was inserted into the Congressional Record by Representative 
Thomas R. Underwood (D-Ky.). 


Retired Officers Recalled—aAlthough officials emphasize that no general recall of 
retired officers is contemplated at this time, it is apparent that emergency demands 
may require the Army to summon additional numbers of retired officers to active 
service. 

Late last week, the Army announced the return to active duty of Lt. Gen. 
Geoffrey Keyes, who was retired 30 Oct. for age after more than 37 years service, 
and Maj. Gen. Wilton B. Persons, retired in June 1949 after 32 years service. General 
Keyes, former High Commissioner for Austria and Commanding General of U. S. 
Forces in that country, is succeeding Lt. Gen. John E. Hull, USA, as director of the 
Weapons Systems Evaluation Group in the Office of the Secretary of Defense. Gen- 
eral Hull replaced Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, USA, as Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Administration, when the latter was ordered to Korea to command the Eighth 
Army upon the death of General Walton H. Walker, USA. 

General Persons, who was director of the Office of Legislative Liaison, OSD, at 
the time of his retirement, and who has been commandant of Staunton, Va., Military 
Academy, will be assigned to Supreme Headquarters Allied Powers in Europe. 

It is obvious that as new needs develop, the Army will utilize the services of its 
retired personnel and future recalls of officers with skills that are particularly needed 
may be expected. 


Army Finance Corps—Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, USA, Chief of Finance, an- 
nounces the reassignment of the following Finance Corps officers: Col. Ralph A. 
Koch, Chief of the Management Division, Office of the Chief of Finance, has been 
assigned to the Office of the Comptroller of the Army; Lt. Col. Douglas C. Barton, 
Executive Officer, OCF, will attend the Armed Forces Staff College, Norfolk, Va., 
and will be succeeded by Lt. Col. John Palsrok. Colonel Palsrok has been serving 
as Asst. Chief, Field Operations, Receipts and Disbursements Division, Office, Chief 
of Finance, since August 1950. 


Promotions for Korean Wounded—In what is apparently an Army-wide policy, 
enlisted men who were wounded in Korea and who have been reassigned to the 2d 
Armored Division at Ft. Hood, Tex., following hospitalization are being given top 
priority for promotion. Latest figures show that of 145 Korean wounded eligible for 
promotion, the division had advanced 133 and the other 12 were scheduled to receive 
promotions at an early date. It was stated that promotions for wounded Korean 
enlisted men are made if there is a vacancy and if the soldier had not been promoted 
since the date he was wounded. 


Seven Is Unlucky Number—A Marine Corps technical sergeant, now recovering 
at the Camp Lejeune, N. C., Naval Hospital, doesn’t think that the number 7 is as 
lucky as most people think. On the seventh day of his combat service in Korea, Tech. 
Sgt. John Gelrud was wounded seven times by a 50 caliber machine gun mounted 
on a Russian tank. He was shot through the stomach, side, chest, shoulder, arm and 
ankle. 


Free Films in Combat Area—The Army and Air Force have announced in Cir- 
cular 1, AR 110-120 and AFR 34-30A that appropriated funds may be utilized when 
available to pay for free-admission showings of 16-mm. motion pictures in combat

The Comptroller General has ruled

and acceptance of an appointment as ensign 
in the Naval Reserve is prohibited by sec- 
tion 4 (c) of the Armed Forces Leave Act of 
1946, as added by section 1 of the act of 
August 4, 1947, which requires, under the 
foregoing circumstances, that any unused 
leave to the credit of the cadet shall be 
carried forward to his new status as an 
ensign.”’

Ship’s Clerks 

Henceforth, all vacancies in military 
billets for ship’s clerks, including those 
presently or formerly filled by civilian 
shipping commissioners, occurring as a 
result of retirement, resignation, revoca- 
tion, or death, will be filled by promotion 
of personnel on the ship’s clerk eligibility 
list and/or transfer of those presently 
holding such grade. Eligibility lists for 
promotion to chief ship’s clerk have been 
established in the order of the current 
precedence list of ship’s clerks as found 
qualified for general duty or shipping 
commissioner duty only, according to 
source from which appointed. 

Officer Examinations 

The next examination for licensed offi- 
cers of the Merchant Marine for perma- 
nent commissions in the Coast Guard will 
be held 26, 27, and 28 Feb. Commissions 
will be offered in the ranks of Lieutenant 
(jg), Lieutenant and Lieutenant Com- 
mander, depending upon age, experience 
and professional ability. All applicants 
must be between the ages of 21 and 40, 
and have served at least four years aboard 
a U.S. merchant vessel in the capacity of 
a licensed officer. The examination is open 
to both licensed deck and licensed engi- 
neer officers of the U.S. Merchant Marine.

Capt. Don Gentile, USAF 

The top ace of World War II, Capt. 
Don Gentile, USAF, was killed 28 Jan., 
the victim of a jet trainer crash in Prince 
Georges County, Md. 

Captain Gentile was among the most 
decorated fliers of the war, having won 14 
American and seven foreign awards for 
bravery. The latter were from England, 
Italy, Belgium and Canada. His American 
awards included the Distinguished Service 
Cross with Oak Leaf Clusters, the Silver 
Star, the Distinguished Flying Cross with 
seven clusters, the Air Medal with three 
clusters and a Presidential Unit Citation. His 
combat record included 19 German planes 
shot down and six destroyed on the ground. 
He had accumulated 350 combat hours and 
had flown 182 sorties. 

In 1941, Captain Gentile was rejected by 
the U. S. Air Force because he had not had 
two years of college, so he joined the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, with which he went to 
England and flew Spitfires in the early days 
of the war. Later, he transferred into the 
American Air Force. 

Captain Gentile was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Patsy Gentile of Piqua, Ohio. Besides

Lt. Comdr. George T. Weems, USN 

When an experimental plane was struck 
by a wave and sank in the Delaware 
River on 16 Jan., the United States lost 
the services of a famed naval officer, Lt 
Comdr. George Thackray Weems, USN, 
one of the Navy’s test pilots who recently 
won his parachute wings at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga.—the first naval officer to go 
through jump school. The plane was 
piloted by John R. Walden and was owned 
by All-American Airways, Inc. 

Commander Weems, 29, was graduated in 
December, 1941, from the U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy where he was regimental commander, 
or the ‘“‘five-striper.’’ He was the National 
Eastern Intercollegiate 165-pound wrestling 
champion, vice-president of the French Club 
and of the Trident Society, a member of the 
varsity lacrosse team and skipper of the 
Highland Light’s midshipman crew. 

After teaching at the Naval Academy for 
four months Commander Weems, then an 
ensign, was assigned to the destroyer USS 
McCalla for a 13-month tour in the Atlantic 
and Pacific. Off Guadalcanal he boarded a 
sinking destroyer, thought to be Japanese, 
after swimming a hundred yards through 
the open sea from a lifeboat sent out to 
reconnoiter the hulk. He and his party kept 
the destroyer afloat for ten hours and then 
had to abandon it because of an imminent 
Japanese air attack. For this action he re- 
ceived the Silver Star. 

Subsequently, Commander Weems returned 
to the United States for pilot training at 
Dallas, Pensacola and Melbourne, Fla. In 
Dec. 1944 he was assigned to Fighter Squad- 
ron 98 and later to Fighter Squadron 10 
aboard the carrier USS Intrepid. 

He participated in a number of carrier 
air strikes in the Pacific and received the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, with gold star. 
and the Air Medal with four gold stars in 
lieu of additional Air Medals. 

Following a post-war tour as navigator of 
the escort carrier Breton, Commander Weems 
served as an aide to Rear Adm. Wil'iam K. 
Harrill, commander of Fleet Air, West Coast. 
In February 1947 he was assigned to the 
Patuxent, Md., Naval Air Station as a test 
projects pilot. 

In February 1949, Commander Weems went 
to the Empire Test Pilot School of the Royal 
Air Force in England, While on this tour. 
he became the number two amateur wrestler 
in Ireland and took a leave of absence from 
the Navy to fly a small DeHavilland-Rapide 
plane from England to Alice Springs, Aus- 
tralia, when he was accompanied by his 
father, one of the world’s foremost naviga- 
tion authorities. Capt. P. V. H. Weems, USN 
(ret.) of Annapolis, and by Lt. Cdr. William 
R. Eddins, USNR, and an English engineer. 
The plane had a range of 500 miles and no 
radio but made the trip in 3 days. 

Upon completing this trip, made for Con- 
nellan Airways of Australia with the purpose 
to fly doctors to remote points of the bush 
country, Commander Weems went to the 
Airborne School at Fort Benning, Ga. for his 
parachute training. 

The young officer made his home at Randall 
Place, Annapolis, with his parents. A sister, 
Mrs. Charles R. Dodds, also survives. 

In an editorial of Saturday, 20 Jan., the 
New York Herald Tribune said of him: “... 
not content to rest on past laurels, Cdr. 
Weems charted a new course for himself 
which extended his proficiency to the air; 
and when he again returned to the Pacific 
it was to fly fighter missions against the 
enemy in Japan and Korea .. . time and 
again he had risked his life and had close 
calls in the pursuit of a duty he loved. Those 
who remember him, however, will not think 
first of his military achievement or his stal- 
wart deeds. They will carry the image of a 
spirited, fun-giving person, living refutation 
of regular Navy ‘stuffiness,’ a champion 
wrestler game for any sport, something of 





an amateur musician—and with all his human 
warmth and charm a firmly dedicated naval 
officer quietly determined to give only his 
best.”’ 0

Commander Manion was born 6 Nov. 1885 
in Portland, Oreg.

Second Armed Forces Day 


Established last vear to replace sepa- 
rate Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Air 
Force Day celebrations, the second Armed 
Forces Day will be commemorated on 
19 May, Secretary of Defense Marshall 
announced this week. 

This date has the approval of President 
Truman and will be featured by the 
slogan, “Defenders of Freedom,” with a 
two-fold theme: 

“1. A tribute to the Armed Forces as 
an integral and interdependent part of 
the total material and spiritual power of 
America now being mobilized. 

“2. A renewal of faith in our country’s 
sacred heritage, the ideals of peace and 
freedom, to the preservation of which 
our power is dedicated.” 

The Department of Defense said that 
troop and equipment participation “will 
he provided in as manv cities as possible.” 
Also, if possible, a national allocation of 
Naval vessels, certain tvpes of aircraft 
and airborne troops will be made. 

In each of the seven geographical 
areas designated for last year’s observ- 
ance, one military service has been 
assigned primary responsibility for 
Armed Forces Day activities. The area 
commander will coordinate all phases of 
planning and operation with the other 
services. 

Each service will have the responsi- 
hility for two areas, with the Army hav- 
ing the added responsibility for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and adjacent area. 
Army areas are I. V, and VII: Navy areas, 
II and III; Air Force areas, IV and VI.

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Gen. Marshall Praises Press 


Praise for the fair and objective re- 
porting of the American press was given 
by the Secretary of Defense, General 
George C. Marshall, 28 Jan. at a cere- 
mony dedicating the new building of The 
Washington Post. 


“This is a free, democratic country,” 
Secretary Marshall said, “and will con- 
tinue so because we enjoy the advantages 
of free and responsible newspapers pro- 
duced under our American system of 
free enterprise.” 


General Marshall was introduced by 
Mr. Philip L. Graham, publisher of The 
Post. Mr. Eugene Meyer, chairman of 
the Board of The Post, addressed the 
gathering. Mr. Shirley Povich, sports 
columnist, spoke on behalf of the em- 
ployes of The Post. 


In his address General Marshall said: 


“Out in Korea more than 250 correspond- 
ents are covering the operations and inci- 
dentally giving not only the American people 
but the entire world an intimate picture of 
the events taking place there. The courage, 
the suffering, and the spirt of our GI's, both 
in combat and behind the fighting lines, are 
made matters of public knowledge. At great 
costs to the press and at grave risks to them- 
selves, the correspondents and photographers 
move freely in and out of the fighting lines 
to get their stories. They share the priva- 
tions of the men in the field, expose them- 
selves to similar dangers, and casualties 
among the corps have been very heavy. 

“Already 8 American correspondents have 
been killed, 19 wounded, 2 captured by the 
enemy, and 2 missing in action. Four cor- 
respondents, representing the British and 
French press, have made the great sacrifice, 
and four have been wounded. This ceremony 
offers me an opportunity to express deep 
appreciation of the devoted services of the 
corps of correspondents in Korea. 


“Relations between military censors and 
battle correspondents usually and quite 
naturally become strained. Differences are 
bound to arise. Both are interested in the 
freedom of the press, but each approaches 
the facts that make up the story with a 
different point of view. The reporter is con- 
cerned with information that will interest 
the American people who, in the final analy- 
sis, must work, fight, and pay for the cam- 
paign. The censor fears that some of this 
information may interest the enemy even 
more. The censor would err on the side of 
security: the correspondent, on the side of 
disclosure. It will always be hard to reconcile 
these opposite points of view. 


‘There was a time when military men had 
little patience with the correspondent's point 
of view. To Lord Wellington, for instance, 
correspondents were anathema. During the 
Peninsula campaign he complained bitterly 
about newspapers and the detailed informa- 
tion they published about his order of battle 
and the morale of his troops. Sherman vigor- 
ously denounced correspondents on more 
than one occasion, He was rather famous for 
his attitude in this regard. Today there is 
no such hostility on the part cf the military 
toward newspapers and correspondents. 

‘‘All the way from the lines in Korea to 
the Pentagon the press is briefed daily by 
officers and furnished background informa- 
tion to help the reporters write with a full 
appreciation of the facts and factors con- 
cerned in the campaign. There are and there 
always will be points of friction, but I sin- 
cerely feel that the traditional gap between 
the censor and the correspondent has greatly 
narrowed. Censors and reporters are becom- 
ing more appreciative of each other's point 
of view and their joint responsibility. The 
result is more accurate and more interesting 
reporting for the benefit of all of us. 

“Reporting of news connected with activi- 
ties in the Pentagon has been, I think, on 
the whole, fair and objective. The recent 
wide and accurate coverage of the manpower 
legislation which we have just given to the 
Congress has brought the issue squarely be- 
fore the American people. The case for in- 
ducting the 18 to 19-year-old group has 
been well reported and fairly. And speaking 
of fairness, I shall always remember with 
respect and great satisfaction the extraordi- 
nary care that the newspapers gave to the 
reporting of the inquiry into the fitness of 
Anna Rosenberg to serve as Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense. 

“This is a free, democratic country, and 
will continue so because we enjoy the ad- 
vantages of free and responsible newspapers 
produced under our American system of free 
enterprise. 

“I close with a quotation from the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, who said in 1904: ‘Our Re- 
public and its press will rise or fall together.’ 

“This dedication is good proof that our 
Republic and our press stand together and 
will rise to further heights of good govern- 
ment in the interests of the people.”’ 
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Speed F-94. Production 


A speed-up in production of Lockheed 
F-94, all-weather jet fighter, has been 
ordered by the Air Force. 

Greatly increased orders for more of 
the Lockheed jet interceptors have been 
received, according to Mr. Robert E. 
Gross, president of the aircraft company. 
Production rates and numbers are not 
announced due to security reasons. 

“Production will be sharply acceler- 
ated, and the new orders assure con- 
tinued production of F-94 airplanes well 
into 1952,” Mr. Gross stated. Lockheed’s 
backlog of aircraft on order is approxi- 
mately $450,000,000. 

Ability of the jet-powered F-94 to take 
off and intercept enemy bombers despite 
darkness or bad weather has resulted in 
their assignment to Fort Dix, N. J., and 
the Pacific Northwest, where vital atomic 
plants are located. Using radar in its 
nose, the Lockheed plan “sees” its ad- 
versary through clouds or darkness, and 
flies directly to it. 

Quickly climbing to the highest opera- 
tional altitudes at which attacking 
bombers might be flying, the F-94 utilizes 
afterburning, a device that gives jet- 
powered planes added speed. 

All-weather F-94s are being built in the 
factories at Burbank where a year ago 
the F-80 Shooting Star, first American 
jet to enter combat, was being produced 
in quantity. Almost half of Lockheed’s 
current work force of 18,000 are em- 
ployed in accelerating production on the 
company’s jet planes. The engineering 
staff of over 2,000 people are now work- 
ing 44 hours a week, with some engineers 
putting in 48 hours on urgent military 
work. 

Three F-94s recently completed an ac- 
celerated service test at Muroc, Calif., 
in which pilots put the aircraft through 
the equivalent of six months of combat 
flying in 30 days. The Allison-powered 
F-94 carries a pilot in the forward seat 
and a radar operator in the rear of the 
cockpit. Long fuel tanks are carried on 
each wingtip to boost its range beyond 
normal interception missions. When de- 
sired, these can be replaced by 1,000- 
pound bombs or other armament. 








Build Bus-Trucks 


The Twin Coach Company, Kent, Ohio, 
has been given a $21,450,000 contract to 
build 1650 combination bus-trucks for the 
Armed Forces. President L. J. Fageol 
termed the contract the largest bus or- 
der ever placed with a single company. 
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Air Contract to Auto Firm 


Another automotive manufacturer was 
designated for military aircraft produc- 
tion as the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics 
announced award of a contract to the 
Hudson Motor Car Company to produce 
in the Detroit area the R-3350 reciprocat- 
ing engine under license agreement with 
the Wright Aeronautical Corporation. 

The Wright engine is used in several 
Navy aircraft, including the Douglas 
AD-4 “Skyraider,” a carrier-based attack 
airplane, and the Lockheed P2V “Nep- 
tune,” anti-submarine and patrol air- 
plane, both of which are seeing action 
in Korea, and the Martin P5M “Marlin,” 
a new patrol seaplane. In addition, the 
engine may be furnished by the Navy 
Department for installation in Air Force 
aircraft. 





Aeroproducts Prop 


Procurement of the Aeroproducts Mod- 
el A644F'N-Cl propeller by the Air Force 
for use on the Fairchild C-119C aircraft 
was announced this week in Dayton by 
the Air Materiel Command, and Mr. M. 
M. Monroe, General Manager of the Aero- 
products Division of General Motors 
Corporation. 

Aeroproducts has been working on the 
experimental model of this propeller for 
several months and is conducting exten- 
sive flight research on this program at 
their plant on the Dayton Municipal Air- 

rt. 

The C-119C aircraft is planned for ex- 
tensive procurement by the Air Force 
for use throughout the world on a variety 
of missions including cargo, personnel 
transport, and many others. 





New Mine Detector 


The General Electric Company is pre- 
paring to manufacture, under an Army 
Signal Corps contract, an improved mine 
detector developed by the Corps of Engi- 
neers which will operate on land and 
under water, Dr. W. R. G. Baker, G-E 
vice president, announced this week. The 
company has received a $2,000,000 con- 
tract for the devices. 

The new mine detectors will locate 
buried mines in any kind of soil, accord- 
ing to the Army. Older types are useless 
where magnetite or black earth is prev- 
alent. The Army says the new detector, 
also able to operate under water, should 
prove more effective in clearing beach 
areas. 





Mobilization Loan 
Already engaged in production of 45,- 
000 miles of combat telephone wire for 
the Army Signal Corps at a cost of more 
than $3,000,000, the Standard Cable Cor- 
poration has been given a $2,000,000 war 
mobilization loan from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to expand ac- 
tivities at its Chickasha, Okla., plant. The 
corporation is giving 100 per cent of its 

capacity to government orders.

“Snorkel” and “Snorter” extensions for 
the air intake and exhaust were all that 
remained above the water’s surface dur- 
ing the test. The driver was equipped 
with a portable “lung” breathing ap- 
paratus. 

The trip to Florida and the under water 
operations were conducted as part of a 
service test of the vehicle by U. S. Army 
Ordnance. The 6 x 6 truck remained be- 
low surface, in continuous operation, for 
periods ranging up to two hours and made 
extensive “cruises” up and down the bed 
of the Blue Run River, which is fed by 
Rainbow Springs. While not designed as 
an amphibious vehicle, the “Eager Bea- 
ver” can ford streams or be driven off 
a landing barge into surf and go into 
immediate action under its own power. 





Navy Contract Award

a contract to produce anti-aircraft gun 
mounts for the Navy. The work will be 
performed at Groveton, Pa., where the 
Lewis division is now installing a pro- 
duction line for this purpose.

than those recommended by the commit- 
tee of business men. 

These pay rates were so adjusted that 
the pay of a second lieutenant and that 
of a first lieutenant was somewhat higher 
than industry would give the average col- 
lege graduate for like experience. The 
pay rates for captains, majors, and lieu- 
tenant colonels, they felt, were approxi- 
mately commensurate with those of 
modern business. The pay for that of a 
colonel and up, they considered well be- 
low that which industry would pay for 
like ability and experience. 

In my opinion, it is faulty practice 
to raise the pay of a beginner without 
likewise raising the pay of those senior 
to him. In the military service, as in- 
creased rank is attained the increase in 
responsibility is considerable; especially 
in the promotion from the grade of first 
lieutenant to captain and up. If you raise 
the pay only of the junior men you are 
pushing the bottom of the salary scale 
up against the middle and throwing the 
whole organization out of balance from 
the standpoint of compensation. I do not 
believe that it is correct to reopen the 
question of pay for junior officers without 
likewise opening the question of com- 
pensation for every rank. 

In this time of increased taxes I find 
myself drawing a smaller sum in total 
pay and allowances than I drew in 1945 
at the end of the war, while every em- 
ployee of every other department except 
the Department of Defense has had sub- 
stantial net increases since then. I be- 
lieve that if Congress will study the prac- 
tice of business corporations in paying 
their executive personnel, they will find 
that the increase in taxes has been met 
by a considerable increase in executive 
salary, with the result that, in order to 
“compensate for the increased cost of 
living,” there is a net gain for the execu- 
tive whose salary is in our brackets. In- 
creased taxes when applied to us means 
a definite and solid salary cut at a time 
when the cost of everything from food 
to clothing is going up at a terrific rate. 
Already wholesale index averages are 15 
per cent above the June, 1950, level. 

Therefore, I should like to suggest to 
the committee on military services that 
if they are going to reopen the question 
of the pay of junior officers they should 
reopen the question of the pay of all 
officers and enlisted men, and I further 
recommend that they adopt for the basis 
of their consideration the pay rates 
recommended by the committee which 
studied the problem of compensation of 
service men, and not our present rates. 
I appreciate that a second lieutenant’s 
pay is low, and that financially life is 
not all a bed of roses for him. However, 
I went through three years of wearing 
gold bars supporting my mother, or mar- 
ried; and although I will say that it was 
not all pleasure, certainly I appreciate 
the fact that it taught me how to manage 
my finances. For then I drew the sum, 
including quarters and rations, of $183.00 
per month; and lived two years in Hawaii 
where prices at that time, even at pre- 
war, were quite comparable to what the 
Prices in the United States were in 1945.

appointed to the Regular establishment 
prior to 31 Dec. 1947.

only to the United States. 

If we were to transfer to the other 
side these highly important military as- 
sets, the general warned, our safety 
would be gravely imperilled. He said that 
if Western Europe falls to Communism 
other dependent areas would also fall. 
It is of the highest importance, he said, 
to keep our routes of communication 
open, but it is also important to main- 
tain friendly relations with the peoples 
of the areas concerned. He emphasized 
the essentiality of retaining access to 
strategic raw materials, mentioning spe- 
cifically manganese, uranium and cop- 
per. 

One of the greatest factors in defend- 
ing the free world, the general said, is 
morale, which involves the understand- 
ing, courage and stamina of the various 
peoples. He said we have heard much 
about the material destruction of Eu- 
rope, and above all of the loss of courage, 
loss of will of the people. He spoke of 
industrial instability and mutual fear 
and distrust. He said it would be false 
and idle to say that in many strata there 
was not a pessimism, growing to de- 
featism. 

However, the general declared, there 
is also a resurgence, a reawakening of 
courage, patriotism and determination. 
In France, he said there had been added 
to the conscription law a proviso that 
there would be almost no exception to 
military service, and he said that one 
reason why compulsory service was for 
18 months instead of two years was short- 
age of instructors, with heavy losses in 
Indo-China cutting down the trained 
personnel. Nevertheless, France plans to 
have 25 battle-ready divisions in 1953. 
France, he said, was determined to face 
up to Communism. 

The general said he found a similar 
spirit in Belgium, and since he had re- 
turned from Europe he had received a 
cable informing him that the Nether- 
lands was increasing its defense prepara- 





tions. Despite its exposed position he said 
that Denmark is planning a maximum 
defense effort. 

General Eisenhower was particularly 
enthusiastic about Norway, where, he 
said, the people are prepared to resist 
to the point of destruction any Commu- 
nist occupation. In Rome he found a 
strong determination to strengthen the 
security of Italy. Though the size of the 
Italian army is limited by treaty the 
general said that country is insisting that 
its small force be developed to the high- 
est efficiency. 

Little Luxembourg, the general said, 
has only a single battalion, but wants 
to expand and re-equip its tiny force. 
Authorities of that country told him of 
the need for artillery weapons, and he 
mentioned this in Canada, whereupon 
the Canadian government made immedi- 
ate arrangements to ship the requisite 
guns. 

The general said he had no desire to 
discuss possible German participation in 
the defense of Europe, since the matter 
was one to be determined by diplomats, 
not soldiers. However, he added that he 
wanted no unwilling contingents in any 
force that he commanded. 

General Eisenhower said his conclusion 
was that we must aid Europe, for there 
was no acceptable alternative. If we were 
alone in a world dominated by Commu- 
nism, he said, we would wither away, 
dying from economic atrophy. He said the 
only advantage the Communist dictator- 
ship had over us was unity of purpose. 
With similar unity on our part, and our 
vast resources of leadership, skill and 
industrial capacity, we had nothing to 
fear from any quarter. 

The general said the United States 
must provide leadership for the defense 
of the free world, but it must have the 
help and co-operation of its friends. At 
the same time, he said, we cannot afford 
to keep looking over our shoulder with 
the suspicious thought that our friends 
may not be doing all they ought to do. 

Our country, he said, is fortunate in 
being removed from the immediate threat, 
and in having been spared the material 
destruction of the last war. It is clear, 
he said, that we must provide much of 
the financial, moral, material and mili- 
tary strength for collective defense, but 
our associates must produce equal 
strength, and in some areas far greater 
strength. Our own future, he said, is so 
tied up with Europe that we cannot afford 
to do less than the best. 

The advantage of time, the general 
pointed out, is always with the aggressor. 
He picks the time and place for an attack 
that best suit his purpose. We must ac- 
cept the disadvantage that goes with 
peaceful intent. That means, he said, that 
we must be ready at all times, and one 
of the important times is today. 

The general spoke of the grave defi- 
ciency of military equipment in Western 
Europe. He indicated that he thought 
additional equipment at the moment was 
more important than additional Ameri- 
can military units in Europe. He said we 
should transfer to Europe certain units, 
carefully gauged in ratio to European 
strength. However, he emphasized that 
the immediate need is for military equip- 
ment. If we can put munitions in the 
hands of our European allies, he said, 
we would find them going forward with 
us, “breast by breast.” ; 

With the transfer of additional equip- 
ment, General Eisenhower said, we would 
find a great resurgence of Western Euro- 
pean morale. On the other hand, he said, 
we could stop this resurgence with a 
descending spiral of aid, based on susplI- 
cion. ; 

Enemy propaganda, the general said, 
as reflected in the European press, 1S 
trying to make it appear that the whole 
idea of collective security is hopeless. He 
urged that we be not deceived by enemy 
propaganda, but keep in mind American 
productive potential and our capacity for 
leadership. He said that no one can de- 
fend another country, that defense must 
come from the soul of the people. He 
suggested that we exercise patience In 
dealing with our European friends, for it 
will take some time for others to under- 
stand our purposes. Leadership, he said, 
must have patience if it is to succeed. 
He urged a greater effort to inform the 
people of the world about American aims 
and ideals. He said our country needs 4 
much broader information service. 
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
